Sir, — I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you,  with  this  letter,  the  report  of  the 
Public  Archives  for  the  year  1938. 

The  first  thing  to  note  is  that  the  year  which  has  just  ended  has  seen  the 
work  of  the  department  grow  considerably:  first,  in  order  to  bring  its  publica- 
tions up  to  date,  it  was  necessary  to  publish  three  reports  in  less  than  fifteen 
months;  and,  secondly,  the  requests  for  information  grew  to  such  a  point  that 
the  correspondence  has  nearly  doubled  its  total  of  previous  years. 

In  the  second  place,  the  executive  has  completed  a  reorganization  of  the  staff 
and  its  duties,  permitting  a  better  distribution  of  the  work,  a  greater  expedition 
of  research  and  a  more  systematic  classification  of  the  collections. 

Finally  a  general  program  has  been  drawn  up  which  is  intended  to  com- 
plete certain  calendars  unfinished  for  twenty  years,  to  calendar  several  collec- 
tions (both  old  and  new)  and  then  to  prepare  a  short  but  complete  guide  to  the 
manuscript  material  in  the  Archives.  This  program  will  supply  the  different 
government  departments,  historians,  and  research  students  with  facilities  and 
aids  to  work  which  are  of  more  importance  nowadays  than  ever. 

During  the  year  superannuation  has  unfortunately  removed  several  members 
of  the  staff.  The  department  has  seen  with  especial  regret  the  retirement,  after 
fifty  years  of  invaluable  service,  of  M.  Francis  J.  Audet,  LL.D.,  Director  of  the 
Index  and  Information  Division. 

The  department  has  also  to  record,  with  feelings  of  deep  regret,  the  death 
of  its  representative  in  Europe,  Mr.  H.  P.  Biggar.  A  recognized  scholar  and 
noted  historian,  in  thirty-two  years  he  contributed  more  than  any  other  person 
towards  enriching  the  Archives  with  documentary  material. 

With  respect  to  acquisitions,  the  year  1938  has  been  an  unusually  fruitful 
one,  because  of  the  important  collections  and  numerous  individual  items  that 
have  entered  the  Archives.  I  must  be  content  to  note  here  only  the  chief  of 
them. 

The  papers  of  Sir  Wilfrid  Laurier,  on  deposit  in  the  Archives  for  some  time, 
have  now  definitely  become  its  property.  For  this  gift  the  department  wishes 
to  express  again  its  sincere  thanks  to  M.  Robert  Laurier.  As  documentary  title 
to  these  papers,  let  us  quote  the  letter  in  which  M.  Laurier  gave  the  collection 
to  the  Canadian  Archives: —

Dear  Mr.  Lanctot, — It  is  already  several  years  since  at  your  sugges- 
tion I  placed  on  deposit  in  the  Public  Archives  the  correspondence  and 
personal  papers  of  my  uncle.  Sir  Wilfrid  Laurier. 

Now,  acceding  to  the  wishes  of  his  friends  and  the  friends  of  historical 
research,  I  wish  to  make  a  permanent  gift  to  the  Canadian  Archives  of 
all  the  documents  in  this  collection  which  are  in  your  hands  or  in  those 
of  others. 
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To  this  gift  I  attach  only  one  condition,  that  these  documents  should 
not  be  made  accessible  to  the  public  for  ten  years,  except  with  my  per- 
sonal permission,  or  yours  in  my  absence.

To  give  an  idea  of  the  importance  of  the  Laurier  Collection,  I  need  only 
mention  that  it  includes  the  official  and  personal  correspondence  of  the  great 
statesman,  together  with  numerous  memoranda  and  papers  on  many  questions. 
It  covers  the  period  1871-1911  and  totals  more  than  500  portfolios. 

The  collection  of  Sir  John  Willison  (1856-1927),  offered  by  his  executors,  is 
made  up  of  the  correspondence  of  this  well-known  journalist,  who  mingled  with 
all  the  political  figures  and  leaders  of  his  time  and  exerted,  behind  the  scenes, 
a  considerable  influence.  The  collection,  accompanied  by  an  index,  comprises 
more  than  a  hundred  portfolios. 

A  third  collection,  the  papers  of  Senator  Charles  Murphy,  has  likewise  just 
been  bequeathed  to  the  Archives  by  his  brother,  Mr.  Edward  Murphy.  Still  in 
the  process  of  being  sorted,  it  is  composed  of  the  Senator's  personal  letters,  and 
numerous  documents  and  pamphlets  relating  to  political  and  social  questions. 

Like  the  Laurier  Collection,  the  Willison  and  Murphy  Collections,  because 
they  deal  with  questions  that  are  still  live  issues,  are  not  open  to  the  public 
and  can  only  be  consulted  in  special  cases  with  the  permission  of  the  Dominion 
Archivist. 

A  valuable  acquisition  which  historians  will  welcome  is  a  register  of  the 
letters  of  the  North-West  Company  for  the  years  1797-1803.  It  contains  not 
only  lists  of  merchandise  and  of  posts,  but  also  a  "  List  of  Partners,  Clerks, 
Interpreters,  who  winter  in  the  North-West  Company  service  with  the  dates  and 
nature  of  their  respective  engagement."  There  are  likewise  numerous  letters  of 
William  McGillivray  and  Alexander  Mackenzie,  two  outstanding  figures,  and 
some  letters  of  two  other  well-known  traders,  Duncan  McGillivray  and  Roderick 
Mackenzie. 

The  numerous  devotees  of  constitutional  history  will  note  with  pleasure 
that  the  Archives  has  hunted  out  and  acquired  the  complete  text  of  the  Report 
of  Alexander  Wedderburn,  Solicitor  General,  on  the  Government  of  Quebec, 
dated  December  6,  1772,  which  had  hitherto  escaped  all  investigators,  even 
Adam  Shortt,  compiler  of  the  Documents  relating  to  the  Constitutional  History 
of  Canada.  This  report,  of  which  only  extracts  were  known,  is  in  the  Smith- 
Sewell  Collection  which  contains,  in  addition,  several  documents  of  political 
interest  and  material  relating  to  the  Church  of  England  and  the  Jesuit  Estates, 
as  well  as  the  letters  of  the  Sewell  family.  The  journal  of  a  voyage  from 
Quebec  to  New  York  in  1825  by  Elizabeth  Sewell  {nee  Durnford) ,  and  a  petition 
of  the  Executive  Council  of  Lower  Canada  against  the  Assembly's  activities  in 
1814  should  also  be  mentioned. 

Another  journal  worthy  of  note  is  that  of  Charles  Langevin  of  Quebec, 
1813-1842,  a  merchant  of  good  family  and  the  owner  of  a  seigneury.  In  a  stout 
notebook  bound  in  parchment  are  his  notes  in  both  English  and  French  which 
furnish  all  sorts  of  information  on  military,  political,  economic  and  social  affairs, 
mingled  with  varied  information  on  towoi  and  country. 

A  third  journal,  this  one  very  brief,  was  written  by  Richard  Cartwright, 
ancestor  of  Sir  Richard  Cartwright.  It  describes  the  journey  from  Albany  to 
Montreal  of  this  young  Loyalist,  who  came  in  1778  to  settle  on  British  soil  in 
order  to  escape  the  revolution  of  the  American  colonies. 

It  will  be  sufficient  to  mention  briefly  two  other  important  collections  on 
very  different  subjects.  The  first  contains  about  one  hundred  letters  of  the  Duke 
of  Kent,  father  of  Queen  Victoria  and  great-great-grandfather  of  George  VI. 
These  letters,  which  cover  the  years  from  1801  to  1816,  are  addressed  to  the 
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friends  whom  he  had  made  in  Canada  during  his  residence  at  Quebec  in  1791- 
1794.  The  second  collection  is  composed  of  letters  and  documents  transcribed 
at  the  Archbishop's  Palace  in  Montreal.  It  contains  letters  from  M.  Montgolfier 
between  1760  and  1775,  and  the  correspondence  of  Mgr.  Lartigue  with  the 
Government  on  the  subject  of  the  erection  of  the  diocese  of  Montreal.  It  also 
includes  documents  relating  to  the  Hudson's  Bay  Company  and,  in  particular, 
an  important  collection  of  correspondence  relating  to  the  Rebellion  of  1837. 

Another  collection  which  will  arouse  considerable  interest,  not  only  in 
Canada  but  in  the  United  States,  is  the  Lamothe  family  papers.  Among  other 
documents  must  be  noted  the  account  (drawn  up  by  the  Chief  of  Police  Guil- 
laume  Lamothe)  of  the  arrest  and  flight  of  the  Confederate  emissaries  who  made 
the  famous  St.  Alban's  Raid,  during  which  they  pillaged  the  local  bank. 

Worthy  of  mention  also  is  the  correspondence  between  Sir  Wilfrid  Laurier 
and  John  S.  Ewart  prior  to  the  elections  of  1896.  As  the  question  had  arisen  of 
forming  a  united  front  among  the  Liberals  of  the  country,  Laurier  declared  that 
he  was  determined  that  justice  should  be  done  to  the  minority  in  the  Manitoba 
School  Question  and  that,  if  Mowat  was  willing  to  enter  the  struggle  with  him, 
he  was  ready  to  concede  him  the  office  of  Prime  Minister.  "  The  question  of 
premiership  can  be  easily  settled,"  he  writes,  "  I  would  most  gladly  make  way 
for  Sir  Oliver." 

This  year,  as  usual,  the  Paris  and  London  offices  have  sent  over  interesting 
transcripts  which  further  increase  our  collection  of  documents  from  English  and 
French  sources.  The  list  of  these  will  be  found  in  the  report  of  the  Manuscript 
Division. 

The  historical  museum,  too,  has  acquired  several  items,  among  which  must 
be  mentioned  a  bas-relief  of  Montreal,  dating  from  1767,  formerly  belonging  to 
Lord  Amherst;  the  sword  of  Nicolas  d'Ailleboust,  sieur  de  Menthet,  who  served 
with  distinction  under  Frontenac ;  the  autograph  text  of  Colonel  John  McCrae's 
poem  In  Flanders'  Field;  and  the  bust  of  Sir  Charles  Tupper  by  Henry  Bain- 
smith. 

In  the  Print  Division,  among  this  year's  numerous  acquisitions  should  be 
noted  the  following:  one  portrait  of  Sir  Wilfrid  Laurier  by  John  Russell;  one 
portrait  of  Lord  Aylmer  by  H.  W.  Pickersgill;  two  genre  pictures  by  Kreighoff ; 
four  watercolours  by  J.  Cockburn;  seven  pen-and-ink  sketches  by  J.  J.  Bigsby, 
1818-1819;  one  miniature  of  Sir  John  Johnson  and  one  of  John  Sandfield 
Macdonald;  three  caricatures  by  N.  MacConnell  and  a  series  of  fifty  prints  of 
historic  sites  in  Nova  Scotia  by  Wendell  Lawson. 

The  first  Appendix  in  this  report  contains  a  calendar  of  various  despatches, 
ranging  from  1784  to  1841,  from  Colonial  Secretaries  to  Governors  of  Lower 
Canada — despatches  which  had  been  removed  from  the  official  collection  and 
had  not  been  returned  to  it.  They  have  now  been  replaced  in  chronological 
order,  thus  filling  up  numerous  gaps  which  have  hitherto  proved  stumbling- 
blocks  to  research  workers. 

The  second  Appendix  is  made  up  of  the  calendar  of  the  papers  of  Lord  Dal- 
housie,  who  was  Lieutenant-Governor  of  Nova  Scotia  from  1816  to  1819,  and 
Governor  of  Lower  Canada  from  1819  to  1828.  These  dates  are  sufiiciently 
indicative  of  the  importance  of  this  collection  and  the  value  of  the  calendar  to 
students  of  Canadian  history.

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During  the  eleven  months  to  the  30th  November,  142  requests  for  informa- 
tion were  received,  and  287  students  and  professional  men  consulted  maps  in 
the  Map  Division  and  559  photostat  copies  and  photographic  prints  were 
supplied  to  enquirers. 

The  maps  in  the  list  of  accessions  which  follows  are  arranged  in  geo- 
graphical order  under  the  respective  geographical  headings.  Special  mention 
should  be  made  of  the  sketch  book  of  Phillip  John  Bainbrigge,  R.E.,  listed 
under  "  Canada."  The  Archives  already  had  on  file  one  hundred  and  fifty-four 
water  colour  drawings  of  scenes  and  plans  in  New  Brunswick,  Quebec  and 
Ontario  made  by  Lieutenant  Bainbrigge  between  the  years  1838  and  1841. 
Lieutenant  Bainbrigge  was  gazetted  a  2nd  Lieutenant  in  the  Royal  Engineers 
in  1833  and  attained  the  rank  of  Lieutenant-Colonel  of  that  Corps  in  1855.

INDEX  AND  INFORMATION  DIVISION 

In  the  first  place,  it  seems  proper  to  mention  the  retirement  of  the  director 
of  this  division,  Mr.  Francis  J.  Audet,  after  service  with  the  Archives  for  fifty 
years.  The  deputy  minister  and  the  personnel  of  the  Archives  were  pleased  to 
mark  this  event  with  a  testimony  of  their  esteem  by  presenting  to  Mr.  Audet  a 
bust  of  himself,  the  work  of  the  sculptor,  Roland  Beauchamp. 

During  the  eleven  months  covered  by  this  report  the  division  has  received 
eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-four  requests  for  information.  In  the  great  majority 
of  cases  it  has  been  possible  to  supply  the  material  desired.  The  services  of  the 
division  have  been  required  by  several  departments  of  the  federal  government, 
including  the  ofiice  of  the  prime  minister.  Departments  of  provincial  govern- 
ments have  also  asked  for  documents  bearing  on  historical  questions.  There 
have  been  numerous  requests  for  information  from  the  United  States,  Great 
Britain,  France  and  even  from  South  Africa. 

Archival  records — particularly  early  census  and  militia  lists — have  made 
possible  the  rendering  of  an  essential  service  in  establishing  officially  their  ages 
in  cases  of  applicants  for  old-age  pensions  or  for  allowance  to  South  African 
War  veterans. 

Requests  for  information  have  related  to  the  most  varied  subjects.  The 
most  numerous  of  these  continue  to  be  those  pertaining  to  genealogy  and  bio- 
graphy, but  an  increasing  number  relate  to  general  and  regional  history.  We 
might  add  that  for  about  six  months  the  division  has  supplied  ephemerides  for 
the  Canadian  Broadcasting  Corporation. 

After  an  interruption  of  three  years  the  binding  of  the  documents  of  the 
OflEice  of  the  Governors'  Secretary,  1760-1841,  called  "S"  Series,  has  been  resumed, 
the  division  having  prepared  for  binding  forty-six  volumes  of  manuscript  items. 

The  index  of  the  Quebec  Gazette  has  now  been  brought  down  to  31  May, 
1824,  10,000  cards  having  been  added.  The  index  now  covers  sixty  years;  that 
is  to  say,  froom  1764  to  1824.  This  nominal  and  subject  index  is  very  important 
and  is  frequently  consulted. 

To  facilitate  research  by  consolidating  information  the  indexes  of  the  French 
editions  of  the  annual  archival  reports,  1872  to  1889  inclusive,  have  been  placed 
in  a  single  index  system  which  contains  55,125  cards.  The  indexes  of  the 
English  editions  have  not  undergone  a  like  synthesis  to  permit  of  more  expedi- 
tious research  within  each  report.  The  research  files  have  been  augmented  by 
the  addition  of  5,200  records,  and  the  Canadian  biographical  files  by  950  records.

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PUBLICATIONS  DIVISION 

Created  this  past  year,  the  Publications  Division  comprises  the  following 
services:  translation  into  English  or  into  French,  as  the  case  may  be,  of  his- 
torical documents;  publication  in  English  and  French  of  the  annual  reports 
and  of  special  works;  the  distribution  of  the  various  publications  of  the  depart- 
ment. 

The  first  task  of  the  new  division  has  been  the  organization  of  the  different 
services  and  the  assigning  to  members  of  its  personnel  of  their  special  duties. 
Thanks  to  the  earnest  and  effective  collaboration  of  each  the  division  has  been 
able  to  accomplish  considerable  work  in  the  year  just  closed.  It  has  completed 
the  issue  of  the  calendar  of  the  second  part  of  series  G,  &tate  Pampers  of  Upper 
Canada;  it  has  prepared  the  index  of  that  series,  and  supervised  its  printing, 
distributed  the  Elgin-Grey  Papers  and  the  Report  for  the  year  1936. 

The  division  had  also  to  reply  to  requests  for  other  publications  of  the 
department,  requests  which  came  from  many  sources  but  chiefly  from  English- 
speaking  countries,  and  to  forward  these  publications  when  circumstances  war- 
ranted and  permitted.

LIBRARY  DIVISION 

Extra  demands  were  made  upon  the  services  of  the  Library  Division  in  the 
number  of  inquiries  received  and  answered  and  in  the  growing  extent  to  which 
its  facilities  were  sought  by  day-to-day  visitors  and  students.  The  attendance 
at  the  Summer  School  of  History,  conducted  by  Queen's  University,  the  presence 
of  advanced  research  workers  from  Canadian  and  American  universities,  and 
the  increase  in  the  number  of  students  from  secondary  institutions  added  con- 
siderably to  the  routine  activities  of  the  Division. 

In  the  preliminary  investigations  and  studies,  conducted  on  account  of  the 
Royal  Commission  on  Dominion-Provincial  Relations,  extensive  use  was  made 
of  the  Library's  materials  bearing  upon  various  phases  of  federal  authority  and 
jurisdiction.  Similar  investigations  were  made  by  legal  and  other  research 
workers  on  behalf  of  certain  provinces. 

The  number  of  volumes,  exclusive  of  newspapers  and  reviews,  issued  to 
visitors,  students  and  members  of  the  Archives  staff  exceeded  ten  thousand. 
More  than  six  thousand  cards  and  slips  for  catalogue  and  newspaper  indices 
were  written:  memoranda  and  bibliographies  were  prepared,  information  was 
given  and  photostat  copies  were  furnished  in  response  to  numerous  requests. 

Accessions  of  books  and  pamphlets  numbered  1,015,  including  current  pub- 
lications relating  to  Canada.  There  were  several  volumes  published  prior  to 
1810,  which  were  added  to  the  valuable  collection  of  Canadiana  in  the  Archives. 

In  particular  the  Archives  has  been  fortunate  in  procuring  an  excellent  copy 
of  the  Memoirs  of  the  Siege  of  Quebec  (edited)  by  Richard  Gardiner,  London, 
1761,  described  as  "a  very  rare  tract,"  of  which  there  are  supposed  to  be  only 
two  other  copies  in  America.

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DIVISION  OF  TECHNICAL  AUXILIARY  SERVICES 

In  the  course  of  the  year  just  past  the  numismatic  section  has  acquired 
several  items — medals  and  coins — the  most  important  of  which  was  a  superb 
cross  of  the  royal  order  of  Saint  Louis,  the  highest  military  decoration  in  Canada 
during  the  French  regime. 

The  cinematographic  section  has  prepared  lists  of  films  which  it  possesses 
and  has  got  into  touch  with  various  organizations  in  Canada  and  abroad  in  order 
to  obtain  interesting  Canadian  historical  documents,  past  and  present. 

The  museum  section  has  made  a  new  selection  of  various  items  and  placed 
them  in  its  show-cases.  Its  collections  have  been  enriched  by  several  pieces  of 
different  sorts,  among  which  it  is  important  to  itemize  the  following: 

Bas  relief  of  Montreal  by  Tyler,  after  Montresor,  1767,  from  the  residence 
of  General  Amherst  at  New  River  Head,  England; 

Sword  of  Nicholas  D'Ailleboust,  Sieur  de  Manthet,  commander  of  the 
expedition  which,  in  the  winter  of  1690,  captured  and  destroyed  Schenectady; 

Autograph  copy  of  the  poem  In  Flanders  Fields  by  Colonel  John  McCrae, 
together  with  a  sketch  by  Sir  Edward  Morrison  of  the  little  cemetery  to  the 
north  of  Ypres  which  inspired  the  poet ; 

Ceinture  flechee  which  belonged  to  Dr.  Chenier,  patriote  of  1837,  who  was 
killed  at  the  battle  of  St.  Eustache; 

Statuettes  of  Sir  Charles  Tupper,  A.-N.  Morin,  H.  Langevin,  and  E.-P. 
Tache,  by  Louis-Philippe  Hebert ; 

Bust  of  Sir  Charles  Tupper  by  Bainsmith. 

The  bindery  section  has  completed  considerable  work  during  the  year.  The 
number  of  books  bound  reached  five  hundred,  and  the  staff  has  three  hundred 
more  in  process  of  being  bound.  About  5,200  manuscripts  have  been  repaired 
and  bound. 

Several  paintings  and  engravings  have  been  restored  in  the  course  of  the 
year  by  the  restoration  section.  It  has  also  been  occupied  in  putting  statues  and 
busts  which  had  been  in  a  somewhat  damaged  state  into  good  condition. 

As  to  the  photographic  section,  it  reports  a  total  of  13,096  pages  photo- 
statically  reproduced,  as  well  as  287  photographs  and  165  negatives  made.

FOREWORD 

The  documents,  calendared  in  the  following  pages,  belonged  originally  to 
the  collection  of  State  Papers,  (now  briefly  known  as  G.  Series),  comprising  the 
despatches  and  enclosures  addressed  by  the  Secretaries  of  State  for  the  Colonies 
to  the  Governors  General  and  Administrators  of  Lower  Canada.  At  different 
times  these  documents  were  taken  out  of  their  files  for  some  particular  purposes 
and  transferred  to  other  collections,  or  simply  shelved  as  being  duplicates  or 
circulars.  Wherever  they  were,  there  they  remained  when  the  collection  of 
despatches  was  bound  in  chronological  order  in  volumes  bearing  consecutive 
numbers.  Later  on,  when  the  stray  despatches  now  calendared  were  met  with 
in  other  collections,  they  were  taken  out  and  placed  in  special  portfolios.  This 
explains  why  these  despatches  were  unfortunately  omitted  when  the  bound 
volumes  were  calendared  in  the  reports  for  1930,  1931  and  1932. 

As  these  stray  despatches  fill  many  gaps  to  be  found  in  G.  Series,  it  has 
been  decided  to  publish  here  a  calendar  of  their  contents  for  the  benefit  of 
enquirers.  In  order  also  to  facilitate  research  work,  the  documents  have  been 
re-incorporated  in  the  regular  collection  of  despatches  where  they  have  been 
placed  according  to  dates.

Dalhousie  to  Wilmot,  instances  of  open  interference  in  political 
matters  by  the  Catholic  clergy  have  been  frequent,  both  by  writing 
in  the  public  press  and  lately  from  the  pulpit.  These  may  be  the 
indiscreet  acts  of  individuals,  but  they  have  not  been  censured  by 
the  superior  members  of  the  church.  Approves  the  spirit  and  clauses 
of  the  instructions  drawn  by  Monk,  the  King's  supremacy  justifies 
them  and  the  improper  conduct  of  the  clergy  has  made  them  neces- 
sary. If  the  Union  Bill  is  carried  thinks  this  precisely  the  proper 
moment  to  assert  the  other,  but  if  the  one  is  abandoned  the  other 
should  drop  with  it  until  the  appointment  of  a  Bishop  shall  offer 
a  fit  opportunity  as  it  ought  not  to  form  any  part  of  the  Union  Bill. 
It  is  a  measure  of  amendment  and  should  come  as  an  Act  of  the 
Imperial  Parliament.  Again  recommends  giving  Catholic  church 
a  Royal  institution  for  the  encouragement  of  schools  in  parishes. 
The  Catholic  clergy  are  not  satisfied  at  being  appointed  only  mis- 
sionaries by  the  Bishop  and  removable  as  he  pleases;  neither  are  they 
pleased  by  the  subdivision  of  his  diocese  which  has  been  lately  made 
under  Vicaires  Generaux,  but  actually  installed  by  him  as  Bishops 
titular.  Has  received  a  paper  from  Mr.  Mackenzie  which  expresses 
the  wishes  of  the  clergy. 

Dalhousie  to  R.  Wilmot,  giving  suggestions  for  the  Bill  of  Union. 
The  seat  of  Legislature  should  be  fixed  and  permanent  buildings 
erected.  Thinks  Montreal  most  suitable  for  Parliament.  The  Crown 
and  Clergy  Reserves  oppressive,  impolitic  and  unjust.  The  clause 
admitting  certain  members  to  the  Assembly  without  right  of  voting 
will  not  answer.  Members  in  Upper  Canada  receive  pay  for  attend- 
ance, not  so  in  Lower  Canada;  thinks  it  will  be  necessary  to  put  a 
stop  to  the  former.

Articles  30 
and  31  asking  for  a  Bishop  nominated  by  the  King  of  France  were 
refused.  Article  32  confirms  the  Nuns  in  their  constitutions  and 
privileges,  while  Article  33,  refuses  this  for  the  Jesuits,  Recollets  and 
St.  Sulpice,  and  Article  34,  gives  them  their  property  rights,  but  was 
never  confirmed.

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The  visit  to  Canada  of  our  Sovereigns,  George  VI  and  Elizabeth, 
made  this  year  a  memorable  one;  consequently  it  is  proper  to  mention 
first  that  Her  Majesty  the  Queen  conferred  a  signal  honour  on  the  Archives 
by  presenting  to  it  two  precious  historical  pieces.  The  first  is  the  portrait 
of  Wolfe  as  a  young  man,  by  the  artist  Benjamin  West,  famous  chiefly 
for  his  painting  The  Death  of  Wolfe.  The  second  is  the  last  letter  written 
by  Wolfe  to  his  mother,  dated  August  31,  1759,  thirteen  days  before  his 
death  on  the  Plains  of  Abraham.  The  letter  is  extremely  interesting 
because  it  reveals  to  us  something  of  Wolfe  and  his  psychological  complex. 
One  is  first  struck  by  the  formal  tone  customary  at  that  period:  the  son 
addressing  his  mother  Dear  Madam,  and  signing  himself  Your  obedient  and 
affectionate  son.  The  letter  also  discloses  in  the  son,  the  strategist  who  was 
able  to  judge  with  such  precision  both  his  own  situation  and  the  clever 
tactics  of  his  adversary.  Nothing  is  more  modern,  however,  in  that  letter 
of  1759,  than  the  sentence  in  which  Wolfe  counsels  his  mother  not  to 
"meddle  with  the  Funds". 

This  is  the  first  time  in  its  history  that  the  Public  Archives  can  boast 
of  a  gift  from  Royalty.  This  distinction  may  perhaps  be  connected  with 
the  presence  of  the  Dominion  Archivist  on  the  Royal  Tour,  as  official 
historian — a  fact  which  aroused  in  Their  Majesties  a  keener  interest  in  our 
history  and  the  institution  which  preserves  its  materials. 

It  is  not  out  of  place  to  add  here  that  the  Archives  has  received  from 
the  Department  of  Transport  the  gold-plated  telephone  instrument  used 
by  the  King  and  Queen  in  the  Royal  train,  all  the  cars  of  which  were 
connected  by  telephone. 

Lastly,  the  King's  visit  suggested  the  idea  of  an  exhibition  of  pictures, 
portraits,  prints,  and  photographs  which  recalled  the  past  visits  of  the 
Princes  who  later  became  William  IV,  Edward  VII,  George  V,  and  Edward 
VIII.    This  exhibition  continued  throughout  the  year. 

The  Archives  must  express  here  its  deepest  regret  at  the  passing,  last 
July,  of  the  Honourable  Fernand  Rinfret  who  was  Secretary  of  State  and 
in  charge  of  this  department  from  1926  to  1930,  and  from  1935  until  the 
time  of  his  death.  The  Archives  has  lost  in  him  not  only  their  official  chief, 
but  also  a  true  friend.  He  took  a  personal  interest  in  the  work  of  the 
department  and  staunchly  upheld  its  policies.  He  gave  it  valuable  and 
constant  support,  and  took  pride  in  helping  to  enrich  the  storehouse  of 
Canada's  history. 

As  regards  the  regular  work  of  the  department,  the  year  1939  was 
one  of  the  most  active.  The  volume  of  correspondence  established  a  new 
record  in  the  number  of  letters  and  requests  for  information  received. 
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showing  an  increase  of  30%  over  1938  which  had  itself  exceeded  1937, 
thus  a  total  increase  of  40%  has  been  registered  in  the  course  of  the  last 
two  years.  All  this  reveals  the  interest  of  students  and  historians  and  the 
value  they  place  on  the  Archives  as  a  source  of  information. 

As  this  year  was  the  third  centenary  of  the  founding  of  the  first  hospital 
and  the  first  girls'  school  in  Canada,  the  department  organized  an  exhibition 
of  manuscripts,  books,  and  prints  concerning  the  Hotel  Dieu  and  the 
Ursulines  of  Quebec.  A  second  exhibition  of  pamphlets,  documents,  and 
pictures  was  arranged  by  the  Division  of  Technical  Services  to  mark  the 
centenary  of  the  Durham  Report,  the  first  official  recognition  of  the  claims 
of  Mackenzie  and  Papineau  for  responsible  government. 

Another  exhibit  of  plans,  drawings  and  prints  to  illustrate  the  evolution 
of  the  Canadian  house  was  prepared  by  the  Map  Division  when  the  Royal 
Architectural  Institute  of  Canada  met  in  February. 

As  can  be  seen  by  reading  the  reports  of  the  divisions  and  the  list  of 
donations,  the  Archives  has  continued  in  the  course  of  the  year  to  receive 
and  acquire  many  important  items.  It  will  not  be  without  interest  to  note 
the  most  remarkable  acquisitions:  twenty-eight  letters  (1872-1887)  of 
Sir  John  A.  Macdonald  to  Dalton  McCarthy;  two  projects  of  political 
reform  (1834  and  1838)  by  Charles  Laurier,  ancestor  of  Sir  Wilfrid  Laurier; 
an  unpublished  confidential  report  of  Commissioner  W.  B.  Coltman  on 
the  troubles  in  the  West  in  1819;  an  important  collection  of  papers — 
administration  and  correspondence — concerning  the  seigniories  of  Sorel,  of 
Noyan,  and  of  Sabrevoix;  the  register  of  letters  of  Attorney-General 
Jonathan  Sewell,  in  1804;  and  a  document  signed  by  the  illustrious 
Captain  Cook,  who  served  in  the  fleet  that  brought  Wolfe  and  his  troops 
before  Quebec. 

In  addition  to  the  original  items  above  noted,  the  following  trans- 
cribed or  photo  copies  are  worthy  of  mention :  Journals  of  David  Thompson, 
1789-1847;  official  documents  relating  to  the  French  neutrals,  that  is, 
the  Acadians,  in  Massachusetts,  1755-69;  register  of  letters  of  R.  J. 
Sanders,  of  Albany  (1742-58),  who  carried  on  a  fur-smuggling  business 
with  Montreal;  book  of  hearings  of  the  seigniorial  jurisdiction  of  Boucher- 
ville,  1739-1747;  the  diary  of  William  Falconer,  of  the  Hudson's  Bay 
Company,  1768-9,  also  his  Remarks  on  Hudson's  Bay  climate  and  natives. 

From  London  the  Archives  received  numerous  documents,  among 
them  were  two  collections  which  m.ust  be  mentioned.  The  War  Office 
contributed  Series  34,  volumes  43-46,  (1756-1763),  which  contains  the 
important  correspondence  of  General  Amherst  with  the  following  staff 
officers:  Monckton,  Lyman,  Hopson,  Forbes,  Stanwix,  Gage,  and  Wolfe. 
The  Colonial  Office  sent  us  Series  387,  volumes  1-11,  (1830-1838),  contain- 
ing the  papers  of  Lord  Aylmer,  Governor  of  Lower  Canada.  They  are 
especially  valuable  because  they  include  a  number  of  private  and  confi- 
dential despatches  which  are  not  found  among  the  official  correspondence 
in  G  Series,  at  the  Ottawa  Archives. 

From  the  National  Archives  of  France  have  come,  among  others, 
Series  V^,  cartons  41-69  (1627-28),  which  includes  the  decrees  of  the 
Privy  Council  concerning  Poutrincourt,  Lomeron,  de  Lauson,  Daniel,  and 
other  personages  in  early  Canadian  history;  as  well  as  Series  Z^"^  (volumes 
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6,  7  and  103),  in  which  are  found  numerous  judgments  of  the  Admiralty 
of  France  relating  to  the  trading  companies  of  New  France  between  1600 
and  1628.  From  the  Department  of  Foreign  Affairs  we  received  the 
Memoires  et  Documents,  France  series,  which  throws  new  Hght  on  the 
colonial  commerce  of  France,  especially  from  1602  to  1768;  and  the 
Memoires  et  Documents,  Angleterre  series  containing  many  items  relative 
to  British  projects  in  Canada.  Students  of  economic  history  will  find  it 
profitable  to  consult  the  documents  in  the  Archives  of  La  Rochelle,  Etude 
Menon,  Minutes  Jupin,  1620-1662,  which  are  composed  of  contracts 
passed  by  Nicolas  Denis,  Aunay  de  Charnisay,  Claude  de  Razilly,  and 
Charles  Daniel  in  connection  with  commerce  in  Acadia. 

Besides  several  interesting  atlases,  the  Map  Division  acquired  in  the 
course  of  the  year  more  than  three  hundred  maps.  The  list  will  be  found 
in  the  report  of  the  division.  From  among  the  most  important  we  would 
single  out,  a  map  of  the  mouth  of  the  Richelieu  River,  in  1695;  a  map  of 
the  Acadia  of  1702;  a  map  of  the  St.  Lawrence  River  indicating  the  King's 
Posts,  1857;  a  map  of  Canada,  from  Sault  Ste.  Marie  to  the  Saguenay,  by 
David  Taylor,  in  1834;  also  a  plan  of  Sorel  in  1704  and  a  plan  of  Fort 
Niagara  about  1726. 

The  Picture  Division,  which  has  just  completed  an  indexed  catalogue 
of  the  photographs  of  the  Great  War,  probably  augmented  its  collection 
more  than  any  other  division  during  last  year.  It  was  enriched  by  9,229 
new  items,  comprising  paintings,  water-colours,  prints.  The  following 
ones  must  be  observed:  an  album  of  water-colours  by  Mrs.  John  Graves 
Simcoe;  86  sketches  of  Quebec  and  the  Thousand  Islands  (1827-1865)  by 
Lieutenant  Colonel  William  Denny;  33  water-colours  of  the  Rocky 
Mountains,  by  F.  G.  Gale;  an  album  of  sketches  of  Quebec  and  vicinity, 
by  E.  R.  Hale,  1870-1880;  40  water-colours  of  scenes  in  Quebec,  by 
Lieutenant  Colonel  Percy,  about  1840. 

Our  youngest  division,  that  of  Technical  Auxiliary  Services,  is  expand- 
ing principally  because  of  its  system  of  collaboration  and  exchange  with 
the  services  of  the  Canadian  Broadcasting  Corporation  and  the  Motion 
Picture  Bureau.  This  year  a  certain  number  of  phonograph  records  were 
received  as  well  as  several  films.  An  initial  purchase  has  just  been  con- 
cluded which  will  assure  delivery  of  several  hundred  documentary  films. 
In  addition,  the  division  is  now  registering  more  than  a  hundred  records 
which  will  enrich  its  collection  considerably. 

Pursuing  its  work  of  reorganization,  the  department  this  year  finished 
the  calendar  of  the  State  Papers  of  Lower  Canada  and  those  of  Upper 
Canada  which  had  awaited  completion  since  1904.  Likewise,  the  calendar 
of  the  Selkirk  Papers  has  been  completed,  and  the  typewritten  text  is  now 
available  to  research  students.  The  calendars  of  the  State  Papers  of  Prince 
Edward  Island  and  of  Nova  Scotia  are  now  being  finished,  the  first  part 
having  appeared  before  1902.  Further,  the  index  of  the  calendars  of  the 
important  series  F^  and  B,  which  contain  parts  of  the  official  correspondence 
of  the  French  regime,  is  now  completed  and  will  be  printed  next  year. 

In  the  meantime,  several  collections  of  documents  which  have  been 
in  the  basement  of  the  Archives  for  years  are  being  examined  and  classified. 
Thus,  an  inventory  has  been  taken  of  a  quantity  of  documents  received 
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from  the  Department  of  Finance.  A  certain  number  of  worthless  items 
were  destroyed,  whereas  the  useful  documents  were  classified  and  placed 
in  the  Manuscript  Room.  Also,  cases  of  military  documents  were  examined 
and  the  items  classified  and  put  with  the  collections  they  complete.  This 
work  of  house  cleaning  and  classifying  will  soon  reach  other  collections 
which  are  still  untouched. 

Last  year,  the  Archives  was  able  to  distribute  thousands  of  historical 
maps  to  the  High  Schools  throughout  the  provinces.  This  year,  a  number 
of  institutions  have  benefited  by  a  distribution  of  our  surplus  official 
publications  and  other  books  received  from  elsewhere.  In  this  way  the 
department  enriched  the  Prairie  Library,  organized  by  the  Lady  Tweeds- 
muir,  to  the  extent  of  several  hundred  volumes,  besides  making  a  gift  of 
300  books  to  the  General  Committee  for  the  Entertainment  of  Troops. 
In  addition,  the  Archives  exchanged  books  and  information,  in  the  best 
spirit  of  collaboration,  with  various  institutions,  including  the  Public 
Library  of  Toronto,  the  Municipal  Library  of  Montreal,  the  Carnegie 
Library  of  Ottawa,  the  library  of  the  Western  University,  and  the  Municipal 
Archives  of  Vancouver. 

The  present  report  is  composed  of  three  appendices.  The  first  contains 
the  letter  and  portrait  of  Wolfe,  donated  to  the  Archives  by  Her  Majesty 
Queen  Elizabeth. 

The  second  appendix  groups  together  a  number  of  historical  documents. 
The  most  important  is  an  original  manuscript  signed  by  Cavelier  de  La 
Salle,  the  great  explorer,  who  v/as  the  first  to  descend  the  Mississippi  to 
its  mouth,  discovering  Louisiana  in  1682.  It  is  the  only  known  document 
to  bear  his  signature,  which  is  accompanied  by  that  of  abbe  de  Queylus, 
the  opponent  of  Bishop  Laval. 

This  is  a  deed  by  which  La  Salle  cedes  back  to  the  Seminary  of  Saint 
Sulpice  the  major  part  of  his  seigniory,  called  Saint  Sulpice,  later  known 
as  Lachine.  Margry,  in  his  first  volume  of  Decoiivertes  et  Etahlissements  des 
Franqais,  gives  but  a  brief  account  of  it.  The  complete  text  reveals  new 
facts.  It  indicates  that  it  was  owing  to  the  judicious  support  of  the 
Sulpicians  that  La  Salle  was  able  to  pursue  his  projects  of  exploration,  for 
they  agreed  to  repurchase  his  seigniory  at  the  enormous  price,  at  that 
period,  of  1780  livres.  This  repurchase  was  really  a  financial  contribution 
to  permit  La  Salle  to  carry  out  the  first  part  of  his  explorations,  in  order 
that  he  might  prove  the  justification  and  practicability  of  his  schemes,  as 
well  as  the  advantages  which  might  result.  Further,  contrary  to  what  the 
historians  of  Montreal  believed,  including  the  Sulpicians  Rosseau  and 
Maurault,  the  document  proves  that  de  Queylus  was  not  the  first  superior 
of  the  Canadian  community.  That  distinction  belongs  to  Dominique 
Gallinier. 

Other  documents  in  the  second  appendix  worthy  of  mention  are  the 
letter  of  Governor  Cornwallis,  announcing  the  choice  of  the  site  and  the 
clearing  of  the  ground  at  the  time  of  the  founding  of  Halifax  in  1749;  the 
letter  of  Governor  Patterson  describing  the  pitiful  condition  of  the  first 
colonists  of  Prince  Edward  Island  in  1770;  and  the  letter  of  Governor 
Thomas  Carleton  informing  the  Cabinet  of  the  site  and  name  of  the  capital 
of  New  Brunswick. 
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The  list,  which  follows  next,  of  the  members  of  the  personnel  of  the 
North  West  Company  in  1797  will  not  fail  to  be  interesting  because  of  the 
new  information  it  gives  regarding  the  career  of  many  traders. 

Next  comes  an  unpublished  letter  (May  1,  1809)  of  Jules  Quesnel, 
companion  of  vSimon  Fraser  and  John  Stuart  in  the  discovery  of  the  Fraser 
River.     It  contains  many  interesting  details  of  this  famous  voyage. 

The  two  last  documents  in  this  appendix  concern  the  acquisition  by 
Canada  of  the  North  West  Territories.  One  is  the  nomination  by  the 
Hudson's  Bay  Company  of  the  Governor  General  of  Canada  to  the  post 
of  Governor  of  Rupert's  Land,  with  the  evident  object  of  preventing  any 
possible  objection  to  the  exercise  of  its  authority  in  that  district.  The 
second  docum.ent  is  the  acceptance  by  Queen  Victoria  of  the  surrender  to 
the  Crown  of  the  North  West  Territories  by  the  Hudson's  Bay  Company. 
This  document  relating  to  the  constitutional  history  of  the  country  was 
missing  until  now  from  our  collection.  The  manuscript  exhibits,  moreover, 
the  peculiarity  of  being  the  only  one  in  which  the  law  demanded  that  it  be 
issued  under  the  seal  and  privy  seal  of  the  sovereign — that  is,  bearing  the 
autographed  signature  of  the  sovereign  at  the  head  of  the  document  and 
countersigned  by  a  minister  of  the  Crown  at  the  foot. 

The  third  appendix  presents  a  bibliography  of  the  materials  pertaining 
to  the  Rebellion  of  1837-38  which  are  found  in  the  Archives.  Intended  to 
appear  in  1938,  the  centenary  of  this  great  historic  event,  its  appearance 
was  postponed  until  this  year  in  order  that  it  could  be  made  more  complete 
by  the  addition  of  numerous  publications  inspired  by  the  centenary.  The 
time  gained  by  the  postponement  was  used  to  redraft  the  plan,  increase 
the  documentation,  and  make  consultation  easier. 

It  might  perhaps  be  mentioned  that  the  Cabinet  named  the  Dominion 
Archivist  to  the  post  of  Chairman  of  the  Military  Museum  Board.  The 
new  commission  went  immediately  to  work.  Owing  to  the  impossibility  of 
constructing  a  new  building  to  house  its  collections,  active  steps  were 
taken  to  convert  the  former  war-trophy  building  into  a  permanent  museum. 
The  work  of  remodelling  is  proceeding,  the  show-cases  are  in  place,  the 
items  classified;  and  the  day  is  not  far  distant  when  the  Museum  will  be 
able  to  open  its  doors  to  visitors,  bringing  back  recollections  of  past  wars, 
particularly  the  Great  War.

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INDEX  AND  INFORMATION  DIVISION 

During  the  year  the  division  received  thirteen  hundred  and  ninety-five 
requests  for  information,  some  comparatively  simple,  others  presenting 
a  more  difficult  problem.  The  majority  of  these  historical  questions  were 
extremely  interesting.  Some  required  extensive  research — the  work  of 
several  days — before  the  necessary  information  was  found. 

As  in  the  past,  several  federal  and  provincial  departments  as  well  as 
various  universities  and  historical  societies,  had  recourse  to  our  services. 
Questions  come  not  only  from  Canada  but  from  the  United  Kingdom,  the 
United  States  and  France,  showing  the  interest  our  history  attracts. 
The  Old  Age  Pensions  Board  continues  to  use  our  help  in  establishing 
officially  the  ages  of  petitioners  unable  to  produce  birth  certificates.  In 
these  searches,  the  early  census  and  militia  lists  assist  greatly. 

As  usual,  requests  for  genealogical  information  exceed  all  others. 
However,  there  are  also  those  pertaining  to  the  history  of  Industry,  Com- 
merce, and  the  liberal  arts  and  sciences,  in  Canada.  The  teaching  of  local 
history  as  required  by  new  school  curricula  also  brings  numerous  requests. 
Letters  of  thanks  show  how  much  our  services  are  appreciated.  The 
work  of  the  year  has  added  5,200  records  to  the  research  files. 

The  indexes  of  French  and  English  inventories  of  the  Quebec  Series, 
Lower  Canada,  have  been  comm.enced  and  35,875  slips  prepared.  When 
completed,  this  exacting  piece  of  work  will  be  of  incalculable  use. 

After  several  years'  work  the  index  of  the  Quebec  Gazette,  now 
amounting  to  almost  162,000  cards,  has  been  reviewed  and  classified  in 
alphabetical  order.  We  can  now  consult  it  with  the  certainty  of  overlooking 
nothing. 

The  indexes  to  the  registers  of  births,  deaths  and  marriages  of  Cornwall 
(1803-1846),  of  St.  Raphael  Church,  Glengarry  (1805-1831),  and  of  the 
Kempville  Mission  (1845-1868)  have  been  completed;  the  first  containing 
4,380  names,  the  second  16,000,  and  the  third  4,000.  The  book  by  Mr.  H. 
McCoU:  Some  Sketches  of  the  Early  Highland  Pioneers  of  the  County  of 
Middlesex  has  also  been  indexed  as  it  contains  useful  information  for 
research  purposes. 

The  notes  left  by  Mr.  Placide  Gaudet  concerning  Acadian  families 
had  to  be  typewritten,  the  originals  having  deteriorated  to  the  point  of 
becoming  unusable. 

The  division  also  prepared  for  binding  thirty-five  volumes  of  manu- 
script items  of  the  S  series,  Office  of  the  Governors'  Secretary.

PUBLICATIONS  DIVISION 

During  the  year  1939  the  Publications  Division  has  maintained  and 
developed,  in  spite  of  a  reduced  personnel,  the  services  for  which  it  is 
responsible:  translation  of  historical  documents  into  French  or  English, 
as  the  case  may  be;  publication  in  French  and  English  of  the  Annual 
Report;   distribution  of  the  various  publications  of  the  department. 
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This  division,  in  existence  but  two  years,  is  completing  the  final 
organization  of  its  various  services.  It  hopes  to  succeed  in  this  plan  and 
assure  without  delay  a  harmonious  working  of  all  its  machinery. 

As  in  the  past  the  division  had  to  reply  to  requests  for  publications 
of  the  department.  These  requests  continue  to  increase,  causing  a  growing 
volume  of  correspondence.

DIVISION  OF  THE  LIBRARY 

There  was  a  considerable  increase  in  the  services  furnished  by  the 
Division  of  the  Library  to  and  for  research  workers,  governmental  depart- 
ments and  numerous  other  inquirers,  from  abroad  as  well  as  in  the 
Dominion.  In  addition  to  routine  assistance  to  visitors  and  students  and 
to  the  compilation  of  bibliographies  and  historical  and  biographical  data, 
attention  was  given  to  a  wide  range  of  ancillary  inquiries,  relating  to  such 
subjects  as  the  Arms  and  Mottoes  of  the  Provinces,  the  Royal  American 
Highland  Regiment,  Runic  Stones,  First  Production  of  Kerosene  in 
Canada,  the  Canada  Temperance  Act,  Captain  Palliser's  Report  in  1857- 
1858,  the  Annexation  Manifesto  of  1849,  the  Reciprocity  Treaty  of  1854, 
the  Baronets  of  Nova  Scotia  and  former  Royal  visits  to  Canada.  In  most 
cases,  memoranda  were  prepared  or  photostats  were  provided. 

Noteworthy,  too,  were  requests  from  correspondents  in  the  United 
States  for  information  on  certain  phases  of  Canadian  history  or  concerning 
Dominion  institutions,  to  form  the  bases  of  "Good  Neighbor"  talks  and 
similar  addresses  before  local  clubs  and  other  organisations  in  various 
places  in  the  American  Union. 

A  special  collection  was  made  by  the  Division  of  newspapers  and 
other  publications,  covering  the  period  of  the  visit  in  May  and  June  of 
Their  Majesties  the  King  and  the  Queen.  This  was  supplemented  by  a 
file  of  the  contemporary  despatches  of  the  Canadian  Press  and  a  compre- 
hensive compilation  of  press  cuttings  numbering  well  over  70,000  items. 
These  together  will  constitute  an  inclusive  record,  in  picture  as  well  as  in 
letter  press,  of  the  events  of  the  Royal  Progress  in  Canada  and  the  United 
States  and,  when  arranged  in  permanent  form,  will  be  a  valuable  and 
interesting  souvenir  of  a  memorable  chapter  in  Canadian  history. 
Acknowledgment  is  gratefully  made  of  the  courtesy  and  co-operation 
of  the  publishers  and  editors  of  the  newspapers  assembled  for  this  purpose. 

Nearly  11,000  volumes  were  issued  to  students,  visitors  and  members 
of  the  staff.  The  acquisitions  which  numbered  581  included  mostly  refer- 
ence and  encyclopsedic  works,  text  books  and  current  publications  as  well 
as  a  number  of  items  to  be  added  to  our  repository  of  Canadiana.

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DIVISION  OF  TECHNICAL  AUXILIARY  SERVICES 

The  usual  number  of  inquiries  were  received  and  dealt  with  by  the 
numismatic  section.  Some  medals  were  added  to  the  collection  together 
with  a  few  bank  bills. 

The  cinematographic  section,  which  was  created  a  little  more  than  a 
year  ago,  has  acquired  a  few  scenery  films  and  placed  an  order  for  over  one 
hundred  news  films,  while  exploring  also  the  American  field  for  earlier 
productions  when  Canada  had  not  yet  entered  the  film-making  business. 

Some  ten  gramophone  recordings  of  speeches  made  by  Their  Majesties 
and  other  prominent  people  have  been  purchased  and  will  be  carefully 
preserved,  as  well  as  several  disks  of  speeches  by  leading  statesmen  in 
connection  with  the  present  war.  Arrangements  have  also  been  concluded 
which  will  bring  to  the  Archives  a  good  number  of  voice  recordings  made 
by  the  Canadian  Broadcasting  Corporation. 

The  museum  has  been  enriched  with  a  few  objects  connected  with  the 
recent  Royal  Tour.  Amongst  them  is  the  telephone  used  by  the  King  and 
Queen  on  the  Royal  Train.  A  large  number  of  photographs  and  engravings 
pertaining  to  visits  made  by  members  of  the  British  Royal  Family  to 
Canada  on  different  occasions  were  also  displayed  in  the  Grey  Room. 

To  commemorate  the  third  centenary  of  the  arrival  of  the  Ursulines 
and  the  Hospitalieres  at  Quebec  in  1639,  and  also  to  mark  the  centenary  of 
the  Durham  Report,  special  displays  of  pictures  and  books  were  made  in 
the  Northcliffe  Room. 

The  photographic  section  was  active  in  turning  out  during  the  year 
6,714  photostat  prints  besides  385  photographs  and  198  photograph 
negatives. 

In  the  bindery  section  the  number  of  books  bound  reached  604  not 
counting  the  246  that  are  now  in  process  of  being  bound.  A  considerable 
number  of  manuscripts,  maps  and  pictures  were  repaired  and  mounted; 
1,000  tag  filing  folders  were  also  made.

Dear  Madam 

My  writing  to  you  will  convince  you  that  no  personal  evils  (worse 
than  defeats  &  disappointments)  have  fallen  upon  me  The  enemy  puts 
nothing  to  risk,  &  I  cant  in  conscience  put  the  whole  army  to  risk.  My 
antagonist  has  wisely  shut  himself  up  in  inaccessible  entrenchments,  so 
that  I  cant  get  at  him  without  spilling  a  torrent  of  blood,  and  that  perhaps 
to  little  purpose.  The  Marquiss  de  Montcalm  is  at  the  head  of  a  great 
number  of  bad  soldiers,  and  I  am  at  the  head  of  a  small  number  of  good 
ones,  that  wish  for  nothing  so  much  as  to  fight  him — but  the  wary  old 
fellow  avoids  an  action  doubtful  of  the  behaviour  of  his  army.  People 
must  be  of  the  profession  to  understand  the  disadvantages  and  difficulties 
we  labour  under  arising  from  the  uncommon  natural  strength  of  the 
country.  I  approve  entirely  of  my  father's  disposition  of  his  affairs  tho 
perhaps  it  may  interfere  a  little  with  my  plan  of  quitting  the  service  which 
I  am  determined  to  do  the  first  opportunity.  I  mean  so  as  not  to  be 
absolutely  distressed  in  circumstances  nor  burdensome  to  you  nor  any 
body  else.

We,  Charles  Huault  de  Montmagny,  Knight  of  the  Order  of  S* 
John  of  Jerusalem,  Lieutenant  for  His  Majesty  throughout  the  Whole 
Extent  of  the  river  St.  Lawrence  of  New  France,  Certify  to  all  whom  it 
may  concern:  That  the  Reverend  Religious  Sisters  of  Charity  of  the  town 
of  Dieppe  That  is  to  say:  Mother  Marie  de  S*  Ignace,  Superior,  Mother 
Anne  de  S*  Bernard  and  Mother  Marie  de  S*  Bonnadventure,  have  arrived 
in  this  place  of  Quebec,  the  first  day  of  August  of  the  present  year  one 
thousand  six  hundred  and  thirty  nine,  in  order  to  establish  a  hospital 
there,  having  been  carried  in  a  boat  steered  by  Monsieur  Jacques  Vastel, 
boatswain's  mate  of  the  ship  of  Cap"  Bontemps,  Admiral  of  the  fleet  of 
New  France,  after  having  gone  from  Dieppe  to  Tadoussac  in  the  said 
ship  of  Cap"  Bontemps.  And  as  soon  as  we  were  Certain  that  the  said 
Reverend  Nursing  Religious  Mothers  were  in  the  aforesaid  boat  and 
wished  to  land,  we  sent  a  launch  to  get  them  and  welcome  them  and  went 
ourselves  to  the  river-bank  to  receive  them,  accompanied  by  the  principal 
inhabitants  and  followed  by  the  greater  part  of  the  people  who  displayed 
an  extraordinary  joy  on  that  account,  in  which  we  joined  by  the  sound  of 
the  cannon  of  our  fort  and  led  them  to  the  Church  where  the  Holy  Mass  was 
celebrated  and  the  Te  Deum  laudamus  sung  to  thank  God  for  their  happy 
arrival  and  for  the  aid  that  we  hope  for  from  it  and  that  we  Have  already 
experienced  to  the  great  satisfaction  of  all,  both  French  and  Indians. 
Prayers  finished  we  led  the  said  Reverend  Sisters  of  Charity  into  a  detached 
building  belonging  to  the  Gentlemen  of  the  Company  of  New  France, 
situated  near  the  fort  S*  Louis  which  has  been  lent  to  them  until  their  house 
&  hospital  shall  be  built  &  completed.  (We)  certify  to  have  seen  Letters 
from  Madame  the  Duchess  of  Aiguillon  which  testify  to  us  to  have  founded 
them,  and  sent  them  to  this  country  for  the  relief  of  the  sick  and  the 
conversion  of  the  poor  forsaken  and  abandoned  Savages.  (We)  have  also 
seen  the  contract  of  the  said  Lady  Duchess  made  with  the  said  Reverend 
Nursing  Religious  Mothers  of  the  town  of  Dieppe  for  the  aforesaid  end, 
entered  into  at  Paris  before  the  Notaries  Gallois  &  Cousinet  under  date  of 
the  first  of  April  one  thousand  six  hundred  and  thirty-eight.  (We)  have 
seen  and  considered  the  Letters  patent  that  His  Majesty  has  given  and 
conceded  favoring  the  same  object  dated  in  the  month  of  April  one  thousand 
six  hundred  and  thirty  nine  as  well  as  their  act  of  obedience.  (We)  further 
declare,  that  already  during  the  preceding  years  we  have  granted  for  the 
said  Reverend  Religious  Sisters  of  Charity  some  lands  with  a  lot  to  begin 
their  House,  following  the  Order  and  Commission  of  the  Gentlemen  of  the 
Company  of  New  France,  dated  the  first  of  December  one  thousand  six 
hundred  and  thirty  seven,  in  their  general  assembly  held  at  Paris,  and  for 
these  ends  and  causes  aforesaid,  (we)  have  received  with  satisfaction  the 
said  Reverend  Religious  Sisters  of  Charity  de  S*  Ignace,  S*  Bernard  and 
S*  Bonnadventure  and  have  consented  and  by  these  presents  consent  of 
Our  Power  &  Authority  that  they  should  establish  themselves  in  this 
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country  of  New  France,  to  enjoy  there  entirely  and  fully  the  effect  of  the 
Letters  of  His  Majesty  and  of  their  contract  and  to  keep  and  observe  their 
regulations  and  Religious  Rule  there  and  to  aid  the  sick  both  in  the  said 
place  of  Qu6bec  and  in  the  other  places  where  the  French  and  Indians 
may  gather.  (We)  have  put  them  in  possession  of  the  thirty  acres  of  land 
which  had  been  conceded  to  them  and  have  added  to  that  another  thirty 
more,  as  also  of  the  Lot  destined  for  their  hospital  and  house  consisting 
of  seven  acres  and  a  half  of  land  or  thereabouts,  reserving  it  to  Ourselves 
to  bound  the  whole  when  it  shall  seem  good  to  Us.  (We)  declare  further 
to  have  been  requested  by  the  said  Reverend  Nursing  Religious  Mothers 
to  cause  the  present  deed  to  be  signed  by  the  Reverend  Father  Barth61emy 
Vimond,  who  has  accompanied  them  in  the  crossing,  at  present  Superior 
of  the  Mission  of  the  Reverend  Fathers  of  the  Company  of  Jesus  who  are 
the  only  ecclesiastics  found  in  this  country,  as  also  likewise  by  the  Reverend 
Father  Paul  le  Jeune  who  has  preceded  the  said  Reverend  Father  Barth^- 
lemy  Vimond  in  the  said  charge.  Which  (we)  have  done.  And  the 
Reverend  Fathers  assuring  us  of  the  virtue  and  courage  of  the  said  Reverend 
Nursing  Religious  Mothers  and  of  their  charity  towards  the  sick  have 
signed  the  present  with  us.  Done  at  the  fort  S*  Louis  of  Quebec  this 
fifteenth  of  September  one  thousand  six  hundred  and  thirty  nine.

of  the  convent  of  the  Ursulines,  Quebec^ 

(Translation) 

We,  Charles  Huault  de  Montmagny,  Knight  of  the  Order  of 
S*  John  of  Jerusalem,  Lieutenant  for  His  Majesty  throughout  the  whole 
extent  of  the  river  St.  Lawrence  of  New  France,  certify  to  all  whom  it  may 
concern  that  the  Reverend  Ursuline  Religious  Mothers,  that  is  to  say, 
the  Mother  Marie  Guyart  de  I'lncarnation,  the  Mother  Marie  de  Savon- 
nieres  de  St.  Joseph,  of  the  Convent  of  the  town  of  Tours,  and  the  Mother 
Cecile  de  Ste-Croix,  of  the  town  of  Dieppe,  in  company  with  the  very 
religious  and  very  devout  lady  Madeleine  de  Chawigny,  widow  of  the  late 
Mre  Charles  de  Gouel,  while  living,  Knight,  Seigneur  de  la  Peltrie,  have 
arrived  in  this  place  of  Quebec,  this  first  of  August  of  the  present  year,  one

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thousand  six  hundred  and  thirty-nine,  to  establish  there  a  house  and  convent 
of  their  order  of  St.  Ursula,  to  the  glory  of  God  and  for  the  education  of 
small  girls,  both  French  and  Savages  of  the  country:  having  been  carried 
in  a  boat  steered  by  Jacques  Vastel,  boatswain's  mate  of  the  ship  of  Captain 
Bontemps,  admiral  of  the  fleet  of  New  France,  after  having  gone  from 
Dieppe  to  Tadoussac  in  the  said  ship :  and  as  soon  as  we  were  certain  that 
the  said  Reverend  Ursuline  Religious  Mothers  were  in  the  aforesaid  boat 
and  wished  to  land,  we  sent  a  launch  to  get  them  and  welcome  them,  and 
went  ourselves  to  the  river-bank  to  receive  them,  accompanied  by  the 
principal  inhabitants  and  followed  by  the  greater  part  of  the  people  who 
displayed  an  extraordinary  joy  on  that  account,  in  which  we  joined  by  the 
sound  of  the  cannon  of  our  fort,  and  led  them  to  the  church  where  the  holy 
mass  was  celebrated  and  the  Te  Deum  laudamus  sung  to  thank  God  for 
their  happy  arrival,  and  for  the  great  good  that  we  hope  for  to  the  glory  of 
God  and  the  general  edification  and  utility,  as  is  already  manifested  to  the 
great  satisfaction  of  the  French  and  the  Savages. 

The  prayers  finished,  we  led  the  said  Reverend  Ursuline  Religious 
Mothers  and  the  Lady  de  la  Peltrie  into  a  detached  building  belonging  to 
Noel  Juchereau  Sieur  des  Chatelets  and  his  associates,  situated  on  the  bank 
of  the  river  St.  Lawrence  below  the  store  of  the  Gentlemen  of  the  Company 
of  New  France,  which  has  already  been  let  to  them  in  France  by  the  said 
associates  of  the  said  Sieur  des  Chatelets  until  their  house  and  convent 
shall  be  constructed  and  raised.  (We)  certify  to  have  seen  their  letters 
of  obedience  from  Messeigneurs  the  most  Reverend  Archbishops  of  Rouen 
and  of  Tours,  bearing  ample  witness  to  the  virtues,  merits  and  holy  inten- 
tions of  the  said  Reverend  Ursuline  Religious  Mothers  and  of  the  said 
lady  de  la  Peltrie,  who,  moved  by  zeal  for  the  glory  of  God  and  for  the 
conversion  of  heathen  souls,  has  come  to  this  country  expressly  to  found 
there  with  her  property,  the  said  house  and  convent;  and  for  these  ends 
and  causes,  we  have  received  with  satisfaction  the  said  Reverend  Mothers 
de  r Incarnation,  de  St.  Joseph  and  Ste  Croix  and  the  lady  de  la  Peltrie. 

And  by  these  presents,  (we)  consent  of  our  power  and  authority 
that  they  should  establish  themselves  in  this  country  of  New  France,  to 
keep  and  observe  their  regulations  and  religious  rule  there  and  attend  to 
the  education  of  small  girls,  both  French  and  Indian:  and  to  this  end, 
(we)  have  bestowed  and  given  out  to  them  six  acres  or  thereabouts  of  land 
in  a  wooded  state  within  the  limits  of  the  town  of  Quebec,  and  sixty  acres 
or  thereabouts  of  land  also  in  a  wooded  state  situated  in  the  suburb  of 
the  said  town;  to  clear  those  lands,  both  to  build  and  raise  their  said 
house  and  convent  there,  and  to  sow  grain  for  their  support. 

(We)  declare  further,  to  have  been  requested  by  the  said  Reverend 
Ursuline  Religious  Mothers  and  the  said  lady  de  la  Peltrie  to  cause  the 
present  deed  to  be  signed  by  the  Reverend  Father  Barthelemy  Vimont, 
who  has  accompanied  them  in  the  crossing,  at  present  Superior  of  the 
Mission  of  the  Company  of  Jesus,  who  are  the  only  ecclesiastics  found  in 
this  country,  and  likewise  by  the  Reverend  Father  Paul  Le  Jeune  who  has 
preceded  him  in  the  said  charge.  Which  (we)  have  done.  And  the  said 
Reverend  Fathers,  assuring  us  of  the  virtue  and  courage  of  the  said 
Reverend  Ursuline  Religious  Mothers  and  of  the  said  lady  de  la  Peltrie 
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and  of  the  zeal  that  they  have  to  instruct  the  youth,  both  French  and 
Indian,  in  piety  and  good  habits,  have  signed  the  present  deed  with  us. 
Done  at  the  Fort  St.  Louis  of  Quebec,  this  twenty-eighth  of  September 
one  thousand  six  hundred  and  thirty-nine.

Before  Benigne  Basset,  Notary  and  Tabellion  of  the  land  and  domain 
of  the  Island  of  Montreal  in  New  France,  and  undersigned  witnesses,  was 
present  the  Sieur  Rene  de  la  Salle,  there  domiciled,  who  has  acknowledged 
and  admitted  having  ceded,  transferred  and  relinquished,  wholly  and  for 
ever,  without  any  warranty  other  than  his  deeds  and  promises,  to  Messieurs 
of  the  Seminary  of  Saint  Sulpice,  established  in  the  Faubourg  Saint  Ger- 
main des  Pr^s  near  Paris,  Lord  proprietors  of  said  Island,  being  here 
present  and  accepting  on  their  behalf,  the  Reverend  Father  in  God, 
Monsieur  Gabriel  de  Queyluz,  Priest  Abbot  of  Our  Lady  of  Locdieu, 
Superior  of  Messieurs  the  Ecclesiastics  established  in  said  Island,  one  of 
the  Senior  members  of  said  Sieurs  of  the  Seminary,  and  by  them  sent  to 
administer  said  Island,  the  domain  called  Saint-Sulpice,  located  in  said 
Island  above  the  falls  of  Saint-Louis,  with  all  the  Rights,  Rents,  Duties 
and  Privileges  whatsoever  thereto  pertaining,  which  said  Sieur  Vendor 
has,  may  have  and  obtain  in  said  Island,  with  the  Reservation,  which  he 
makes,  of  a  portion  of  seven  Arpents  of  Land  in  width  by  sixty  in  depth, 
for  his  domain  at  the  place  where  he  has  already  caused  to  be  made  certain 
clearings  of  land  and  buildings,  starting  from  the  bank  of  the  great  stream 
and  river  of  vSaint-Lawrence,  and  proceeding  North  in  the  interior  of  the 
Island,  adjoining  on  one  side  the  property  of  Nicolas  Moysan  called  the 
Parisian

and  on  the  other  that  of  Pierre  Perrusseau,  together  with  the  lands  which 
will  be  enclosed  between  the  homesteads  of  Raimond  Boisneau  called  La 
Chaume,  and  of  Pierre  Gaultier,  called  Sagouingoara ;  and  of  the  enjoy- 
ment, during  the  present  year  and  the  next  only,  of  fifty  Arpents  of  land 
in  the  meadows  and  ponds  called  Saint  Pierre,  of  which  lands  so  reserved 
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in  ownership,  particular  titles  shall  be  delivered  to  said  sieur  Vendor  by 
said  sieur  Abbot  De  Queylus  in  the  name  of  the  lords  of  said  Island;  all 
of  which  property  belongs  to  the  sieur  Vendor  by  virtue  of  the  grant 
previously  made  to  him  by  Messire  Dominique  Galinier,  Priest,  heretofore 
Superior  of  said  Sieurs  Ecclesiastics  established  in  said  Montreal,  through 
a  contract  that  said  sieur  Vendor  has  said  and  declared  before  said  Notary 
to  have  been  fulfilled;  which  contract,  by  means  of  these  presents  shall 
become  null  and  of  no  value,  consenting  and  agreeing  said  sieur  Vendor 
that  such  contracts  of  concessions  as  he  may  heretofore  have  given  in  his 
own  name  to  individual  inhabitants  of  said  domain  of  Saint  Sulpice,  shall 
likewise  become  null  and  of  no  value,  and  that  sieur  Acceptor  shall  deliver 
new  ones  to  the  individual  inhabitants  in  the  name  of  the  lords  of  said 
Montreal,  depending  (as  it  does)  said  domain  of  Saint  Sulpice  from  said 
lords  of  Montreal,  in  fealty  and  homage,  and  with  right  of  Redemption,  of 
one  medal  of  pure  silver  of  the  weight  of  one  mark  for  each  mutation  in 
ownership ;  this  being  the  sole  charge  and  no  other,  with  no  debts  or  mort- 
gages whatsoever,  according  to  what  sieur  Vendor  has  said  and  affirmed, 
for  the  enjoyment  and  disposal  of  the  seigniory  St.  Sulpice  and  rights 
pertaining  thereto,  by  the  said  Sieurs  of  the  Seminary  and  lords  of  said 
island,  in  any  manner  they  see  fit  by  means  of  these  presents;  this  Cession 
and  Transfer  to  be  made  with  the  charges  and  clauses  above  mentioned,  and 
further  in  consideration  of  the  sum  of  One  Thousand  Livres  Tournois, 
payable  upon  the  arrival  of  the  ships  from  France  in  Quebec  this  present 
year,  and  this  payment  to  be  made  in  good  merchandise  at  the  rates  of 
said  Quebec;  also  of  the  sum  of  Eighty  Livres  Tournoys,  which  said 
Acceptor  of  said  name,  has  promised  and  pledged  himself  to  pay  to 
Jacques  Thuillier  dit  Desvignets,  inhabitant  of  this  place,  for  and  to 
the  discharge  of  said  sieur  Vendor,  to  indemnize  and  liberate  him  of  such 
debt  forever,  and  further,  in  order  on  the  part  of  said  sieur  Vendor,  to 
cancel  his  obligation  of  the  sum  of  Seven  Hundred  Livres  Tournoys  which 
he  owes  to  the  house  of  said  sieurs  Ecclesiastics  of  Montreal  in  accor- 
dance with  an  account  of  said  sieur  Galinier,  here  present  and  accept- 
ing; on  payment  of  which  sums  is  and  becomes  said  domain  now  ceded 
by  special  privilege,  affected,  obligated  and  mortgaged,  to  all  and  each

messieurs  the  Ecclesiastics  of  said  Island  and  lords  of  same,  the  sum  of 
Four  Hundred  Livres  Tournoys  in  good  merchandise,  and  provisions, 
and  now  from  Messire  Mathieu  Ranuyer  one  of  said  Sieurs  Ecclesiastics, 
and  treasurer  of  their  house,  the  sum  of  Six  Hundred  livres  in  merchandise, 
including  in  said  payment  the  sum  of  Two  Hundred  Livres  which  said 
Sieur  Ranuyer  has  paid  to  Sieur  Jean  Milot,  blacksmith,  of  this  place  and 
in  discharge  of  said  sieur  De  La  Salle,  and  the  sum  of  One  Hundred  and 
Sixty-six  Livres  and  six  sous,  which  said  Sieur  Ranuyer  had  similarly 
paid  to  one  named  Rene  Culerier  Dit  Leveille,  also  here  domiciled,  for  and 
to  the  discharge  of  said  Sieur  De  La  Salle,  and  totalling  said  two  sums  of 
Four  Hundred  Livres  and  Six  Hundred  Livres  into  the  sum  of  One  Thousand

July  ye  23'^  1749. 
My  Lord 

My  last  to  Your  Grace  was  of  June  22"^^  a  duplicate  of  which  is  inclosed 
— the  27.  The  Transports  appear 'd  off  the  harbour  &  in  a  few  days  most 
of  them  got  in — As  their  passage  had  been  extremely  good,  &  none  of  them 
had  in  the  least  suffer'd,  I  found  they  would  be  ready  to  sail  the  moment 
the  Settlers  should  be  put  ashore.  I  dispatched  a  Sloop  to  Boston  to 
countermand  the  Order  I  had  given  &  send  to  M""  Hopson  to  let  him  know, 
I  woud  send  in  a  few  days.  Transports  to  bring  away  his  Garrison — M'' 
Hopson  had  wrote  me  that  he  had  agreed  with  Desherbier  the  French 
Commissary  to  make  use  of  the  French  transports,  upon  condition  that  in 
case  the  English  Ships  should  arrive  before  they  were  all  on  Board  he 
shoud  be  at  liberty  to  disembark  them,  I  sent  him  one  the  P*  of  July  & 
four  more  the  largest  of  the  Fleet  the  5^ — I  own  I  was  much  disappointed 
in  finding  M''  Hopson  unprovided  with  transports  as  I  never  had  the  least 
intimation  that  he  was  to  wait  for  the  Ships  that  shoud  bring  the  Settlers — 
I  have  an  account  from  Boston  of  July  Z^^  that  my  second  order  got  there 
soon  enough  to  prevent  all  but  one  from  sailing,  but  as  they  were  all  hired 
this  will  cause  some  expence  they  write  me  it  will  not  be  much. 

July  8  I  received  from  M''  Hopson  Copys  of  letters  from  Governor 
Shirley  &  Col.  Mascarene  giving  an  Account  of  the  French  having  begun 
a  Settlement  &  a  Fort  at  the  mouth  of  St.  John's  River,  As  my  Instructions 
direct  me  to  prevent  all  such  Encroachments  &  particularly  mention  that 
river  as  of  the  greatest  consequence,  I  next  day  sent  Capt  Rous  of  the 
Albany,  with  a  small  Sloop  to  attend  him  with  Orders  to  the  commanding 
Officers  at  Annapolis  to  furnish  him  with  troops  if  demanded.  Copys  of 
my  Letter  to  Capt  Rous  &  of  one  to  the  Commander  at  St  Johns  I  send 
Your  Grace  inclosed.  I  hope  what  I  have  done  in  this  Affair  will  meet 
with  Your  Grace's  approbation.  July  12*'*  I  heard  from  Gov'  Shirley, 
that  he  had  sent  the  Boston  to  Annapolis  to  receive  my  Instructions  about 
this  Affair  of  St  Johns,  I  sent  Capt.  Pearse  the  same  directions  I  had  given 
Capt  Rous  &  Copy  of  the  Declaration  asserting  His  Majesty's  Rights — 
As  to  Port  Mouton  which  is  mention'd  in  these  letters  I  believe  it  was  a 
mistake  occasion 'd  by  the  French  having  put  in  there  in  their  way  to  St. 
Johns. 

I  shall  now  lay  before  Your  Grace  our  Proceedings  at  Chebucto. 
Col.  Mascarene  arrived  here  the  12*''  with  five  of  the  Council,  next 
day  I  open'd  to  them  His  Majesty's  Commission  &  took  the   Oaths — 
the  day  following  I  nominated  the  Members  of  a  new  Council.

As  perhaps  no  Copys  were  taken  of  the  Plans  sent  me  of  the  Harbour 
I  send  alongst  with  this  a  Copy  of  Durel's  Plan.  Your  Grace  will  see  that 
the  place  I  have  fixed  for  the  town  is  on  the  west  side  of  the  harbour,  'tis 
upon  the  Side  of  a  Hill  which  commands  that  whole  Peninsula  &  shelters 
the  town  from  the  North  west  Winds.  From  the  Shore  to  the  top  of  the 
Hill  is  about  half  a  mile  the  ascent  very  gentle,  the  Soil  is  good,  there  is 
convenient  landing  for  Boats  all  along  the  Beach  &  good  anchorage  within 
Gunshot  of  the  Shore  for  the  largest  Ships.  In  Durel's  plan  the  two  points 
that  make  the  Entrance  to  Bedford  Bay  are  marked  as  the  places  proper  to 
fortify,  which  is  likewise  taken  notice  of  by  M''  Knowles.  Their  View 
must  then  have  been  to  have  the  Settlement  within  that  Bay — This  would 
have  been  subject  to  great  Inconveniencys.  In  the  first  place,  it  would 
be  too  far  up  for  the  Fishermen,  it  being  about  five  leagues  from  the 
Entrance  of  the  Harbour  to  these  Points  &  the  Beach  all  along  as  proper 
for  curing  their  Fish  as  can  possibly  be  imagined.  So  that  no  Fisherman 
wou'd  ever  have  thought  of  going  within  these  Forts.  Indeed  no  Ship 
woud  chuse  to  go  so  far,  as  no  finer  Harbour  can  be  than  that  of  Chebucto 
which  reaches  from  these  points  to  Sandwich  River.  So  that  notwith- 
standing of  any  forts  upon  these  points,  an  Enemy's  Fleet  might  ly  secure 
&  indeed  block  up  all  Ships  within  the  Bay — The  proper  places  to  fortify 
for  the  defence  of  the  Harbour  seem  to  be  Sandwich  point  &  the  Bank 
opposite  to  it.  Georges  Island  lies  likewise  very  convenient  for  a  Batterie 
to  defend  both  the  Harbour  &  the  town.  It  contains  about  ten  or  twelve 
Acres.  It  was  there  I  landed  the  Settlers  from  on  Board  the  Ships  sent  to 
Louisbourg — I  have  now  a  Guard  there  &  Stores,  &  propose  to  build  a 
Magazin  upon  it  for  Powder. 

As  there  was  not  one  Yard  of  clear  Ground  Your  Grace  will  imagine 
our  Difficulty  &  what  work  we  have  to  do.  However  they  have  already 
clear'd  about  twelve  Acres,  &  I  hope  to  begin  my  own  House  in  two  days, 
I  have  a  small  Frame  &  planks  ready. 

The  Indians  are  hitherto  very  peaceable  many  of  them  have  been 
here  with  some  Chiefs;  I  made  them  small  presents,  told  them  I  had 
Instructions  from  His  Majesty  to  offer  them  friendship  &  all  protection 
&  likewise  presents  which  I  shoud  deliver  as  soon  as  they  should  assemble 
their  tribes  &  return  with  powers  to  enter  into  Treaty  &  exchange  their 
French  Commissions  for  others  in  His  Majesty's  Name. 

Three  of  the  French  Deputys  have  been  here  to  know  what  it  is  to 
be  their  Condition  for  the  future.  I  gave  them  copys  of  His  Majesty's 
Declaration  &  Copys  of  the  Oath  of  Allegiance  which  I  told  them  they 
must  take  without  any  Condition  or  reservation  but  in  the  same  manner 
as  His  Majesty's  English  Subjects — they  pretend  their  only  difficulty  is 
from  fear  of  the  Indians  in  case  of  a  French  War — I  have  order 'd  all  the 
Deputys  to  come  here  &  expect  them  in  a  few  days — I  think  tis  necessary 
to  shew  them  that  'tis  in  our  power  to  master  them  or  to  protect  them  & 
therefore  I  design  to  send  as  soon  as  possible  Companys  to  Minas  with 
orders  to  build  a  Barrack  &  stay  there  the  Winter;  I  shall  also  send  an 
armed  Sloop  into  the  Bay  of  Minas  to  prevent  all  Correspondence  with 
the  French  by  Sea — Another  Company  I  shall  send  to  the  Head  of  the  Bay, 
where  the  road  to  Minas  begins.     I  propose  likewise  a  Blockhouse  half 
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way  for  the  conveniency  of  Travellers,  &  then  to  employ  all  the  Men  I 
can  get  together  Soldiers  and  Inhabitants  to  clear  the  Road  from  hence 
to  Minas,  tis  about  30  miles  in  a  direct  line.  Whether  this  can  be  executed 
before  winter  I  cannot  say.  Had  the  Garrison  of  Louisbourg  been  arrived 
they  woud  have  been  of  Infinite  Advantage.  At  present  I  have  only  one 
Company  of  Hopsons,  one  of  Warburtons  &  60  of  Gorham's  Indians. 

A  List  of  the  Civil  Officers  I  shall  be  able  to  send  Your  Grace  by  the 
next  Shipps  that  sail,  with  an  Account  of  what  further  progress  we  shall 
have  made

Letter  from  Governor  Patterson 
describing  conditions  in  Prince  Edward  Island^ 

Charlotte  Town  24*'*  Ocf  1770. 
My  Lord 

I  arrived  here  on  the  30***  of  last  August,  since  which  time  I  have  been 
so  much  employed  in  finishing  one  of  the  houses  built  here,  by  order  of 
M''  Franklin,  in  such  a  manner  as  I  hope  will  keep  out  a  little  of  the 
approaching  cold :  And  in  sending  to  different  parts  of  the  Continent  for 
Provisions  to  maintain  my  Family  during  the  Winter;  added  to  this 
Communications  to  the  different  parts  of  the  Island  being  very  bad;  I  will 
be  able  to  furnish  Your  Lordship  at  present,  with  but  a  very  imperfect 
description  of  it. 

So  far  as  I  have  been  able,  under  the  above  circumstances,  to  see  of 
the  Island:  the  soil  appears  to  be  very  good  and  easyly  cultivated.  It  is 
of  redish  colour,  mixed  with  sand;  and  in  most  places  free  from  Stones. 
From  this  account  of  it  Your  Lordship,  whom  I  know  to  be  a  perfect 
Judge  of  Lands,  will  not  believe  it  to  be  so  good  as  it  realy  is,  but  I  never 
saw  finer  grass  in  my  life,  than  grows  every  place  where  it  is  clear  of  woods. 
It  will  produce  every  kind  of  grain  and  vegitables  common  in  England, 
with  little  or  no  trouble;  and  such  as  I  have  seen  of  the  latter  are  much 
better  of  their  kinds  than  those  at  home,  tho'  raised  in  a  very  slovenly 
manner. 
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The  woods  on  this  part  of  the  Island  are  of  very  little  use  except  for 
firing;  and  a  great  part  of  them  not  even  good  for  that,  they  are  principally, 
Beech,  Maple,  black  and  white  Birch,  Spruce,  and  several  other  sorts  of 
small  Firrs.  In  other  parts  of  the  Island  there  are  some  Oaks,  and  large 
Pine  trees  in  plenty. 

The  Bays  and  Rivers  abound  with  wild  Fowl,  such  as,  gees.  Brant, 
Ducks  &c  as  good  of  their  kinds  as  any  I  ever  met  with,  both  in  the  Autumn 
&  Spring. 

The  Woods  are  prety  well  stocked  with  Partriges,  and  at  some  times  of 
the  year  with  Pidgeons;  On  the  sides  of  the  Rivers  and  Marshes  there  are 
Curlews,  Snipes,  and  some  other  Birds  of  a  smaller  sort. 

The  Beasts  are  principally  Bears,  Foxes,  Otters,  wild  cats  of  a  very 
large  size.  Hares,  Martins,  Squirrels,  and  Mice.  The  Bears  in  some  parts 
destroy  the  Sheep;  and  the  Mice  this  year  are  so  plenty,  that  they  have  in 
mose  cases  destroyed  the  little  grain  which  was  attempted  to  be  raised. 
The  Inhabitants  say  their  appearing  in  such  numbers  is  periodical,  once  in 
every  seven  years. 

My  oppinion  is,  it  depends  entirely  upon  the  Sort  of  Winter  we  have, 
as  I  am  informed  the  last  was  an  uncommon  one,  the  Snow  falling  before 
the  Frost  came  on,  by  which  means  the  ground  was  kept  soft,  and  the 
Mice  in  place  of  being  partly  destroyed,  by  the  Frost,  as  is  commonly  the 
case;  bred  under  the  Snow;  they  are  in  size,  something  between  our  Mice 
and  Rats  in  England. 

This  side  of  the  Island  is  but  indifferently  off  for  Fish,  except  in  the 
Spring,  when  I  am  told  we  may  have  a  small  kind  of  Cod,  Mackrel,  Trout, 
Bass,  Smelts,  and  several  sorts  of  flat  fish,  prety  plenty.  At  present  there 
are  only  Lobsters,  and  Oysters,  neither  very  good. 

The  Climate  since  I  have  been  here,  has  been  very  fine,  not  much 
warmer  than  that  of  England,  and  so  little  rain  that  my  Labourers  have 
been  prevented  working  out  of  Doors  by  it,  only  three  Days  since  my 
arrival,  and  I  expect  we  will  have  good  weather  untill  near  the  latter  end 
of  Nov^ 

The  Winters,  I  am  told,  are  so  mild  in  the  Woods,  that  the  Inhabitants 
during  that  Season  make  all  the  frames  for  their  Houses,  saw  Boards,  and 
do  almost  all  their  Wood  Work. 

The  French  Inhabitants  have  for  some  years  past  been  mostly  main- 
tained by  a  few  British  Subjects  here,  who  have  employed  them  during 
the  Summer  in  the  Fishery,  and  have  been  paid  their  wages  in  cloaths. 
Rum,  Flower,  Powder,  and  Shot,  with  the  last  articles  they  kill  as  many 
Bears,  Seals,  and  Wild  fowls  as  serve  them  for  meat;  the  Seal  Oyl  they 
call  their  Butter  and  use  it  as  such.  By  this  means  agriculture  has  been 
so  much  neglected ;  there  is  not  one  Bushel  of  corn  raised  by  all  the  French 
Inhabitants  on  the  Island. 

There  are  a  few  British  Families  who  have  raised  some;  from  whose 
Accounts  and  from  what  I  have  seen  myself,  I  form  my  oppinion  of  what 
may  be  done:  and  I  realy  think  this  Island;  if  well  nursed  in  its  present 
Infant  State,  may  be  made  as  usefull  to  Great  Britain,  and  as  plentyful 
within  itself  as  any  Country  of  its  size  in  North  America:   but  to  bring  it 
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to  that,  we  will  require  Your  Lordships  countenance;  and  influence  to 
procure  some  assistance  for  us,  from  our  Mother  Country. 

There  have  arrived  here  this  Summer,  about  one  hundred  and  twenty 
Families;  part  sent  by  M''  Montgomery,  the  Lord  Advocate  of  Scotland, 
the  rest  by  a  M'  Stewart  of  that  Country;  the  last  arrived  about  three 
weeks  agon  at  Prince  Town,  but  very  unfortunately,  for  want  of  a  Pilot, 
their  Vessel  ran  on  shore,  at  the  entrance  of  the  Harbour;  and  is  entirely 
lost,  and  part  of  her  Cargo,  but  no  lives. 

I  have  been  obliged  to  give  M'  Duport  our  Chief  Justice,  leave  to 
return  to  Hallifax  for  this  Winter;  as  he  had  neglected  to  lay  in  Provisions 
for  himself  and  Family  during  the  Summer:  they  must  otherwise  have 
been  starved. 

I  am  in  daily  expectations  of  a  Ship  from  London,  with  Passengers, 
and  one  from  Ireland  with  M""  Desbrisay  and  Family;  tho'  I  dread  the 
consequences  if  they  do,  as  there  is  not  a  house  for  to  put  their  Heads 
into,  and  if  they  do  not  bring  Provisions  to  serve  them  untill  next  June, 
they  must  absolutely  starve,  for  there  is  not  one  loaf  of  Bread,  nor  Flower 
to  make  one,  to  be  bought,  on  the  Island.

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Letter  from  Governor  Carleton  announcing 
the  choice  and  naming  of  a  site  as  the  capital  of  New  Brunswick^ 

Parr  Town,  New  Brunswick, 

25*^  of  April  1785. 

My  Lord, 

I  have  the  honor  to  inform  Your  Lordship  that  having,  in  the  course 
of  last  winter,  visited  the  principal  Settlements  forming  on  St.  John's 
River,  I  have  fixed  on  St.  Ann's  point,  about  Seventy-five  miles  from  the 
mouth  of  the  River,  as  a  Station  well  situated  for  the  future  Seat  of  the 
Provincial  Government.  It  has  the  advantage  of  being  nearly  in  the  centre 
of  the  Province,  and  within  a  few  miles  of  that  part  beyond  which  the 
River  ceases  to  be  navigable  for  Vessels  of  any  considerable  size.  Here  the 
foundations  are  preparing  for  the  Metropolis  of  New  Brunswick,  to  which, 
as  a  mark  of  respect  to  His  Royal  Highness  the  Duke  of  York,  I  have  given 
the  name  of  Fredericstown,  which  I  hope  may  meet  with  His  Majesty's 
Approbation.

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Letter  from  J.  Quesnel  to  J.  M.  Lamothe  describing  the 
discovery  of  the  Fraser  River' 

(Translation) 

New  Caledonia,  May  1,  1809 
Dear  Friend 

I  have  received  your  letter  of  the  1st  of  October  of  last  year  and  have 
been  pleased  to  learn  that  your  health  had  always  been  good;  that  it  may 
always  remain  to  you  is  the  wish  that  I  make  with  all  my  heart!  I  con- 
gratulate you,  my  dear  friend,  on  the  pleasure  that  you  have  at  Montreal, 
and  you  do  well  to  profit  by  it  as  far  as  it  is  in  your  power.  As  for  me, 
I  shall  perhaps  be  a  long  time  without  being  able  to  have  the  same  pleasure, 
my  interests  forcing  me  to  remain  a  long  time  in  the  North,  since  I  have 
done  so  much  to  come  here,  and  in  spite  of  the  little  hope  that  there  is  for 
the  young  people  at  present  in  this  Country  here,  I  have  made  up  my 
mind  to  continue  till  the  end  the  career  that  I  have  had  the  misfortune  to 
embark  on  unless  it  shall  be  to  the  prejudice  of  my  health,  without  which 
it  is  impossible  for  me  to  be  happy — Then  I  will  willingly  sacrifice  my 
interests  to  preserve  my  health — there  are  places  in  the  North,  which,  in 
spite  of  the  unpleasantness  attached  to  the  country  in  general,  it  is  never- 
theless possible  some  times  to  pass  the  time  agreeably,  but  in  this  one  there 
is  nothing  to  have  but  misery  and  boredom.  Far  away  from  everyone, 
we  have  not  even  the  pleasure  of  knowing  the  news  from  other  places. 
We  live  entirely  on  salmon  dried  in  the  sun  by  the  Indians  which  is  also 
their  only  livelihood,  for  of  animals  there  are  none,  and  we  should  go  often 
without  shoes,  if  we  did  not  procure  leather  from  the  Peace  River,  and  to 
crown  everything,  we  do  not  make  any  good  returns  for  there  are  few 
beavers,  and  the  Indians  used  to  living  on  salmon  are  too  lazy  to  work  as 
those  of  all  other  places  do,  so  you  can  judge  without  me  telling  you  more 
whether  my  situation  is  pleasant,  but  I  should  still  not  see  the  misery  of 
fatigue  or  even  of  poor  nourishment,  if  the  salmon  with  the  bad  quality  of 
having  a  very  bad  taste,  had  not  also  that  of  turning  the  health,  for  the 
most  robust  men  who  have  been  3  years  in  this  country  are  already  scarcely 
capable  of  doing  their  duty,  and  though  I  am  of  excellent  constitution  I 
have  already  noticed  that  my  health  is  declining;  that's  enough  on  that 
subject — I  must  inform  you  now  that  I  have  been  on  an  exploration  this 
summer  with  Messrs.  Simon  Fraser  and  John  Stuart  whom  I  believe  you 
know,  we  were  accompanied  by  12  men  and  in  three  canoes  went  down 
that  river  which  up  to  the  present  passed  for  the  Columbia,  but  very 
quickly  finding  the  river  innavigable  we  left  our  canoes  and  continued  our 
journey  on  foot,  among  the  most  frightful  mountains,  which  we  should 
never  have  traversed  if  the  Natives  by  whom  we  were  well  received  had 
not  helped  us.  After  having  passed  all  these  bad  places  not  without  much 
misery  as  you  may  think,  we  found  the  river  once  again  navigable  and  all 
embarked  in  wooden  canoes  and  continued  our  route  with  more  ease,  to 
the  outlet  of  this  river  into  the  Pacific  Ocean,  arriving  there,  as  we  were 
disposed  to  go  further  the  Indians  of  these  places  who  are  very  numerous 
made  opposition  to  our  passage,  and  it  was  the  greatest  fortune  in  the 
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world  that  we  retired  from  this  bad  place,  without  being  obHged  to  kill 
and  to  be  killed  ourselves.  We  were  well  received  by  all  the  other  Indians 
in  returning  and  arrived  all  in  perfect  health  in  our  New  Caledonia.  The 
outlet  of  this  river  is  in  latitude  49°  nearly  three  degrees  to  the  North  of 
the  true  Columbia.  This  voyage  has  not  met  the  wishes  of  the  company, 
and  will  never  be  of  any  advantage  to  them,  this  river  not  being  navigable, 
but  the  end  for  which  we  undertook  this  voyage  we  have  accomplished, 
so  we  have  no  reproach  to  make  to  ourselves — I  am  at  the  end  of  my 
papers,  so  I  conclude  and  am  your  sincere  friend,

REPORT 
OF 

THE  PUBLIC  ARCHIVES 

FOR  THE  YEAR  1940 

This  year,  for  the  second  time,  the  Archives  had  the  exceptional 
honour  of  receiving  a  royal  gift.  Last  year  Queen  Elizabeth  presented  to 
the  Archives  a  portrait  of  Wolfe,  by  Benjamin  West,  and  Wolfe's  last 
letter  to  his  mother.  This  year.  Her  Majesty  most  graciously  made  the 
gift  to  Canada  of  the  dress  she  wore  in  the  Senate  Chamber  when  His 
Majesty  George  VI  gave  Royal  Assent  to  certain  Bills  passed  by  Parlia- 
ment. It  might  almost  be  said  that  the  gift  was  the  result  of  public 
expression:  for  as  soon  as  the  first  photographs  appeared  showing  the 
Queen  in  this  dress,  many  persons  put  forward  the  suggestion,  verbally  or 
in  writing,  that  it  might  be  possible  to  obtain  it  for  the  historical  museum 
of  the  Archives.  Remembering  the  enthusiastic  reception  Canada  had 
given  her.  Her  Majesty  was  pleased,  as  a  most  charming  gesture,  to  adopt 
this  suggestion. 

The  presentation  of  the  gift  took  place  in  the  Archives  at  a  brief 
ceremony  in  the  presence  of  the  vice-regal  suite  and  some  of  the  dignitaries 
who  had  accompanied  Their  Majesties  on  their  tour  of  Canada.  On  the 
morning  of  December  19,  the  Secretary  of  State,  the  Hon.  Pierre  Casgrain, 
welcomed  Her  Royal  Highness  Princess  Alice,  Countess  of  Athlone,  and 
explained  briefly  the  object  of  the  meeting.  Speaking  next.  Her  Royal 
Highness  told  how  Her  Majesty  had  asked  her,  when  she  left  England, 
to  take  back  and  present  to  Canada,  as  a  response  to  the  public  wish,  the 
dress  she  had  worn  at  the  official  ceremony  in  the  Senate  Chamber  in  May, 
1939.  To  her  gift,  the  Queen  added  an  autographed  photograph  of  herself 
in  the  same  dress. 

Then  Mrs.  Crerar,  wife  of  the  Minister  of  Mines,  expressed  the  grati- 
tude of  Canada  for  the  royal  gift  which  recalls  the  never-to-be-forgotten 
visit  of  the  first  Queen  to  come  to  the  Dominion. 

It  is  fitting  to  mention  here  that  the  Archives  has  the  honour  of 
possessing  the  letter  written  by  His  Majesty  George  VI,  dated  December  17, 
1939,  to  General  McNaughton,  Commander-in-Chief  of  the  First  Canadian 
Division,  in  which  the  King  welcomes  the  troops  from  Canada. 

The  past  year — our  first  complete  year  of  war — has  not  failed  to  affect 
even  the  Archives.  In  order  to  help  the  war  effort  as  much  as  possible 
by  a  decrease  in  expenses,  the  Department  cut  down  its  budget  of  $173,435 
in  1938-39  to  $144,410  in  1940-41,  a  reduction  of  17%.  But  the  reduction 
is  much  greater  when  the  budget  for  administration  alone,  without  salaries, 
is  considered;  for  this  appropriation  dropped  from  $23,500  in  1939-40  to 
$10,500  in  1940-41,  a  formidable  reduction  of  54%. 

This  year,  in  addition  to  the  Annual  Report  for  1939  which  contained 
an  important  bibliography  of  the  1837  Rebellion,  the  Archives  published 
a  pamphlet  which  was  well  received  by  historians  and  the  general  public. 
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judging  by  the  comments  of  the  critics  and  the  requests  for  copies  following 
its  publication.  The  pamphlet  appeared  under  the  following  title:  Oakes 
Collection,  New  Documents  by  Lahontan  concerning  Canada  and  Newfound- 
land. 

The  Archives  has  been  enriched  by  numerous  acquisitions,  by  donation, 
purchase,  or  official  transmittal.  The  gift  that  ranked  first  was  the 
important  collection  of  Lahontan  documents  presented  by  Lady  Oakes  of 
Nassau,  Bahama  Islands,  published  by  the  Department  in  pamphlet 
form  as  already  noted.  The  correspondence  of  the  Reverend  James 
Geggie  given  by  his  grandson,  Dr.  H.  J.  G.  Geggie,  must  also  be  acknowl- 
edged and  the  documents  relating  to  the  inquest  on  D'Arcy  McGee's 
death  offered  by  Crown  Attorney  Raoul  Mercier.  From  Mr.  H.  Leander 
d'Entremont  the  Archives  received  important  genealogical  notes  relating 
to  the  Acadians;  from  Mrs.  J.  P.  Foran  a  holy-water  vessel  from  the 
Jesuit  College  at  Quebec;  and  from  Mr.  John  P.  Wells,  a  plan  of  the 
Town  of  Sherbrooke  in  1846. 

Among  the  acquisitions  of  primary  importance,  the  outstanding  one 
is  the  collection  received  from  the  Governor  General's  Office  containing 
the  correspondence  between  the  Secretaries  of  State  for  the  Colonies  and 
the  Governors  General  for  the  period  1870-1902.  Worthy  of  note  also 
are  the  orders  and  letters  of  Antoine  Benoit,  an  officer  in  the  marine  troops 
at  the  end  of  the  French  Regime;  the  correspondence  of  Sandfield 
Macdonald  with  the  political  men  of  his  time;  fur  trade  books  of  the 
Hudson's  Bay  Company  (1789-1807);  the  journals  and  letters  of  the 
Marquis  de  Lotbiniere  (1719-1764);  and  the  account  books  of  McTavish, 
Frobisher  and  Company  covering  the  period  1784-1802. 

The  Picture  Division  numbers  among  its  acquisitions  of  the  year  a 
very  fine  portrait  of  Sandfield  Macdonald,  Prime  Minister  of  United 
Canada,  by  the  English  artist  Waugh ;  and  an  album  of  scenes  of  Hematick, 
on  the  Ottawa  River,  by  J.  H.  Haycock. 

It  should  not  be  forgotten  that  between  the  German  occupation  of 
Paris  on  the  one  hand  and  risks  of  navigation  on  the  other,  no  transcripts 
of  documents  have  been  received  this  year  from  the  National  Archives, 
Paris,  or  the  Public  Record  Office,  London.  The  copyists  are  continuing 
their  work,  but  instructions  have  been  given  not  to  send  the  copies  until 
the  close  of  the  war.  Furthermore,  a  certain  number  of  documents  bought 
in  London  will  not  leave  for  Canada  until  after  the  British  victory. 

In  the  course  of  the  year  the  several  divisions  covered  considerable 
technical  work.  In  the  Manuscript  Division,  the  calendar  of  the  Prince 
Edward  Island  State  Papers  has  been  completed,  and  that  of  the  Nova 
Scotia  State  Papers  is  almost  finished.  Further,  work  has  been  started 
on  the  calendar  of  the  extensive  Series  C^^A ,  which  contains  the  correspond- 
ence of  the  governors  and  intendants  of  New  France;  as  well  as  that  of 
documents  from  the  Bibliotheque  Nationale;  and  that  of  the  Collection 
from  the  Department  of  Foreign  Affairs.  A  list  has  been  drawn  up  of 
subjects  and  names  of  correspondents  in  the  Laurier  Papers;  likewise, 
one  containing  the  names  of  those  who  figure  in  the  Murphy  Collection. 
Finally,  countless  documents  relating  to  a  score  of  seigniories  were  classified 
as  well  as  many  others  relating  to  the  Department  of  Colonization  for  the 
Province  of  Quebec. 
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The  Map  Division  has  continued  the  work  on  its  catalogue;  the 
publication  of  it,  however,  is  postponed  indefinitely  by  the  war.  The  head  of 
the  Division  also  prepared  and  supplied  a  selection  of  excellent  material  for  a 
historical  exhibition  held  at  Dartmouth  College,  Hanover,  New  Hampshire. 

The  reader  will  find  under  title  of  each  division  a  summary  of  the 
technical  work  accomplished  by  them  during  the  last  twelve  months. 
Just  a  word,  however,  about  the  Military  Museum,  which  is  under  the 
direction  of  the  Dominion  Archivist.  The  classifying  of  its  items  has 
been  completed  and  the  renovation  of  the  building  almost  finished,  so  that 
probably  the  official  opening  of  the  Museum  will  take  place  in  the  spring  of 
1941.  It  is  interesting  also  to  note  that  the  officials  of  the  Museum  sold 
for  the  benefit  of  the  Government  twenty-two  tons  of  steel  and  eight  tons 
of  brass.  This  metal,  proceeding  from  the  melting  down  of  German  guns 
captured  in  the  Great  War,  will  now  be  used  to  make  bombs  and  guns  to 
serve  the  cause  of  Right  and  Justice.  The  officials  are  now  trying  to  obtain 
the  authority  to  sell  for  the  benefit  of  the  Government  or  the  war  effort 
any  war  trophies  which  the  municipalities  do  not  want  to  keep. 

This  year  the  Report  has  four  appendices.  The  first  contains  two 
pictures  of  the  Queen  in  the  dress  she  recently  presented  to  Canada. 

The  second  is  composed  of  laws  and  regulations  of  the  Militia  in 
force  during  the  French  Regime  and  at  the  beginning  of  the  English  period. 
It  will  be  seen  here  that  military  service  in  New  France  which  was  started 
in  1651  became  compulsory  for  all  in  1669.  At  this  date  the  King  ordered 
the  inhabitants  to  form  Militia  companies  and  go  into  training,  bringing 
along  their  own  arms,  powder  and  shot.  Further,  the  inhabitants  of  city 
and  country  alike  were  obliged  to  billet  the  soldiers  free.  We  may  add 
that  the  militiaman  was  liable  for  service  from  16  to  60  years  of  age  and 
received  no  pay. 

The  first  Militia  Act  in  the  English  period,  dated  1758,  was  adopted 
in  the  Legislature  of  Nova  Scotia.  It  decreed  that  every  man,  with  certain 
exceptions,  between  the  ages  of  16  and  60  years  was  subject  to  military 
service  on  pain  of  being  fined.  Each  militiaman  must  also  supply  his  own 
gun,  powder  and  shot,  or  be  fined.  Finally,  he  must  attend  the  prescribed 
training  periods  under  pain  of  fine  or  extra  service. 

In  the  Province  of  Quebec  the  first  Militia  Act  was  the  work  of  the 
Legislative  Council  and  the  Governor  in  1777.  It  ordained,  except  in 
cases  of  exemption,  every  citizen  from  20  to  60  years  was  obliged  to  serve 
in  the  militia  in  the  parish  where  he  lived,  under  pain  of  fine.  The  militia- 
man had  to  attend  regular  training  at  fixed  times,  under  pain  of  fine.  In 
time  of  war,  the  number  of  men  required  were  drafted  from  these  com- 
panies.   Arms  and  munitions  were  supplied  by  the  Government. 

The  third  appendix  of  the  Report  brings  together  a  collection  of 
documents  portraying  a  magnificent  lesson  on  patriotism.  They  show 
that  from  1798  to  1800,  when  England  abandoned  by  her  allies,  fought 
alone  against  the  French  hegemony  which  was  the  result  of  the  Revolution 
of  1789,  the  Canadian  provinces  at  that  time  organized  a  compaign  of 
voluntary  subscriptions  in  order  to  contribute  to  Britain's  cause.  The 
Canadians  of  that  period  did  not  subscribe  to  loans:  they  offered  their 
money  simply  as  a  gift  to  the  Mother  Country  and  many  of  them  bound 
themselves  to  repeat  the  amount  each  year  the  war  lasted. 
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The  example  had  come  from  England.  In  February  1798,  London 
erected  platforms  in  the  Stock  Market  square  and  a  subscription  cam- 
paign was  opened  with  speeches.  Several  public  men  "spoke  upon  the 
subject  of  the  present  state  of  the  country,  strongly  setting  forth  the 
necessity  of  opposing  vigorous  exertions  to  the  inveterate  hostility  of  an 
implacable  foe,  of  patriotically  supporting  by  every  sacrifice  in  our  power, 
the  Executive  Government  in  its  defence  of  all  that  is  most  dear  to  us  as 
Britons  and  as  free  men!"  {Annual  Register  for  the  Year  1798,  London, 
Rivington,  1799,  pp.  13-14.) 

King  George  III  opened  the  subscription  with  a  gift  of  £20,000 
taken  from  his  privy  purse  and  the  Queen,  for  her  part,  gave  £5,000. 
Each  member  of  the  Cabinet  put  his  name  down  for  £2,000.  From  then 
on,  subscriptions  poured  in  from  all  over  the  country  and  in  September 
attained  a  total  of  £1,514,942,  more  than  $7,000,000. 

The  news  spread  to  the  Colonies  and  the  Canadian  provinces  in  turn 
opened  subscription  lists.  Being  the  first  to  get  word,  because  of  her 
maritime  situation.  Nova  Scotia  took  action  as  early  as  April,  only  two 
months  after  England.  The  ofificers  of  the  Halifax  garrison  set  the  example, 
soon  followed  by  the  citizens.  Lieutenant-Governor  Sir  John  Wentworth, 
and  Chief  Justice  Blowers  opened  the  list  of  gifts  with  £200  each,  followed 
by  the  Bishop  of  Nova  Scotia,  the  Rev.  John  Inglis,  who  donated  £100 
annually.  Others  gave  a  fifth  or  even  half  of  their  salaries.  The  humblest 
ones  also  contributed  their  mite;  and  a  boy,  John  Longee,  gave  1  shilling 
and  1^  penny. 

Next,  in  June  1798,  New  Brunswick  joined  in  with  remarkable 
enthusiasm.  Nowhere  else,  perhaps,  did  the  subscriptions  extend  so 
widely  from  top  to  bottom  of  the  social  scale.  Considering  the  population, 
the  subscriptions  were  remarkably  numerous;  the  amounts  ranging  from 
a  maximum  of  £500  offered  by  Lieutenant-Governor  Thomas  Carleton 
to  a  modest  florin  (48  cents)  given  by  John  Soward,  a  militiaman  of 
Queen's  County. 

In  October,  Prince  Edward  Island  entered  into  the  movement.  Head- 
ing the  subscriptions,  Lieutenant-Governor  Edmund  Fanning  offered  for 
the  first  year  one  quarter  of  his  salary,  and  for  the  years  following,  half 
of  his  salary,  amounting  to  £350,  about  $1,200,  a  magnificent  gesture 
under  the  circumstances.  Unfortunately  the  lists  from  this  province 
are  still  incomplete  in  spite  of  our  searches. 

In  May  1799,  the  Province  of  Quebec  in  turn  opened  subscription 
lists.  Montreal  set  the  example,  soon  followed  by  Three  Rivers,  Quebec 
and  Sorel.  The  subscriptions  from  Quebec  started  with  those  of  the 
Anglican  Bishop  of  Quebec,  Reverend  Jacob  Mountain,  Chief  Justice 
William  Osgoode,  and  the  Receiver  General,  Henry  Caldwell;  these  high 
dignitaries  each  gave  £300.  Abbe  Plessis,  coadjutor  and  later  Bishop  of 
Quebec,  subscribed  £25  and  fifteen  parish  priests  also  signed  the  subscrip- 
tion list.  At  Montreal,  McTavish,  Frobisher  and  Company  subscribed 
£1111  and  the  Seminary  of  Montreal  £500;  twenty-five  priests  also 
signed  for  various  amounts. 

In  Upper  Canada,  the  Legislature  presented  on  June  29,  1799,  an 
address  to  the  Lieutenant  Governor  expressing  the  desire  to  contribute 
her  mite  towards  the  military  effort  of  the  Mother  Country  by  offering 
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the  surplus  of  her  receipts  over  expenditures  for  the  year.  The  President 
of  the  Council  had  estimated  this  surplus  at  £500,  but  he  found  that  when 
all  the  bills  were  paid  it  amounted  to  only  £204.  In  spite  of  energetic 
research  work  in  the  Archives  of  Ottawa  and  of  Toronto,  and  the  news- 
papers of  the  time,  no  trace  was  found  of  individual  subscription  lists. 

The  lists  in  this  appendix  are  no  doubt  rather  long,  but  they  seemed 
to  merit  being  published  in  full  because  they  are  documentary  items, 
and  because  they  pay  tribute  to  the  patriotism  of  the  subscribers.  For, 
one  must  not  forget  that  these  citizens  of  the  past  did  not  subscribe  to 
war  bonds,  but  gave  outright  to  England  as  a  gift  the  sums  for  which  they 
subscribed — a  magnificent  gesture  of  complete  patriotism. 

The  last  appendix  in  the  Report  shows,  to  quote  the  old  saying,  how 
"history  repeats  itself"  even  when  we  believe  that  we  are  passing  new 
laws,  without  precedent.  Thus  the  documents  in  the  fourth  appendix 
show  that  in  1798  Great  Britain  through  the  agency  of  Canada  lent  guns 
and  shot  to  the  United  States,  preceding  therefore  by  one  hundred  and 
forty-three  years  the  lease-lend  system  recommended  by  President 
Roosevelt.  In  1798,  as  we  know,  there  existed  between  France  and  the 
United  States  a  state  of  hostilities  that  historians  have  called  the  "naval 
quasi-war".  This  situation  arose  from  the  depredations  committed  by 
French  ships  on  American  merchant  ships  from  which  they  seized  English 
goods.  France  continued,  indeed,  by  virtue  of  a  decree  of  May  9,  1793, 
to  declare  lawful  prize  any  enemy  merchandise  found  on  board  neutral 
vessels.  In  the  face  of  this  the  President  of  the  United  States  ordered  the 
American  Navy  to  capture  French  armed  ships. 

It  was  under  these  circumstances  that  President  John  Adams  had  a 
communication  addressed  to  the  English  Ambassador,  Robert  Listen, 
suggesting  the  sale,  loan  or  gift  to  the  United  States  of  certain  French 
guns  which  were  being  stored  at  Halifax.  On  being  informed  of  this. 
His  Royal  Highness  Prince  Edward,  the  Duke  of  Kent,  Commander-in- 
Chief  of  the  British  Forces  in  Nova  Scotia,  consented  to  lend  to  the  United 
States  the  24  guns  and  1,800  shot  provided  that  the  United  States  would 
return  them  to  any  place  designated  by  Britain.  Should  any  of  the  shot 
be  used,  it  was  agreed  that  they  would  be  replaced  by  an  equal  number  of 
others.  On  October  3,  1798,  the  American  Secretary  for  War  signed  the 
agreement  requested,  and  in  November  the  guns  (actually  25  guns  and 
1876  shot)  were  consigned  to  an  American  warship  and  transported  to 
Charleston,  South  Carolina. 

When  informed  of  the  facts.  King  George  III  decided,  in  January 
1799,  to  set  aside  the  existing  contract  and  to  make  a  present  of  the  guns 
and  shot  "as  evidence  of  his  goodwill  towards  the  United  States".

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INDEX  AND  INFORMATION  DIVISION 

During  the  year,  the  Division  furnished  material  and  information 
to  several  Federal  and  Provincial  departments.  Assistance  was  also  given 
to  students  and  historians  by  answering  many  questions  on  the  political, 
economic,  military,  artistic  and  industrial  history  of  the  country,  and  by 
supplying  genealogical  information  and  biographies.  The  number  of 
requests  for  information  rose  this  year  to  nine  hundred  and  twenty-five 
(925). 

The  classifying  of  the  pay  lists  of  the  active  militia  cavalry  for  the 
years  1867  to  1914  has  been  completed;  that  of  the  artillery  for  the  same 
period  is  continuing.

The  Division  finished  indexing  the  paylists  of  the  thirty-one  regiments 
of  American  Loyalists  who  served  during  the  American  War  of  Independ- 
ence; a  task  that  has  taken  several  years.  The  names  of  61,692  officers 
and  men  and  their  regiments  were  copied.  An  initial  classification  has 
been  made  and  the  slips  are  now  being  typewritten. 

A  calendar  of  the  transcripts,  now  in  the  Archives,  of  Fonds  frangais, 
from  the  Bibliotheque  Nationale  is  being  prepared;  Volumes  3722  to  8027 
have  already  been  calendared. 

The  indexing  of  the  French  and  English  calendars  of  the  Quebec 
Series,  Lower  Canada  has  been  continued  and  30,125  slips  have  been 
added.    This  work  now  covers  the  period  from  1760  to  1835  inclusive. 

Started  last  year,  the  copying  of  the  notes  on  Acadian  genealogy  made 
by  Placide  Gaudet  has  been  finished,  and  the  copies  bound  in  ten  volumes 
averaging  250  pages  each.  These  notes  are  frequently  consulted  by 
Acadian  genealogists.  More  than  52,000  birth,  marriage  and  death  notices, 
copied  from  108  parochial  registers  by  Mr.  Gaudet  have  been  arranged 
according  to  parish.  These  are  now  being  typed  so  that  they  can  be  put  in 
alphabetical  order  and  then  incorporated  into  our  Acadian  genealogies. 
This  is  an  arduous  task  because  they  are  all  mixed  up,  the  abbreviations 
are  not  standard,  and  the  manuscripts  are  hard  to  decipher. 

Twenty-eight  volumes  of  manuscripts  of  Series  S,  Office  of  the 
Governors'  Secretary,  have  been  prepared  for  binding.  To  facilitate 
research  in  the  subdivisions  of  this  series,  an  index  and  a  summary  catalogue 
have  been  drawn  up  giving  the  necessary  information.

PUBLICATIONS  DIVISION 

During  the  year,  the  Division  prepared  and  edited  the  Archives 
Report  for  1940  in  French  and  English,  which  includes  the  translating  of 
the  French  and  English  texts  into  the  other  official  language. 

A  special  publication  entitled  New  Documents  by  Lahontan  concerning 
Canada  and  Newfoundland,  after  the  translation  of  the  documents  from 
French  to  English,  was  also  published  under  the  direction  of  this  Division. 
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Judging  by  the  requests  which  poured  into  the  Department,  the  publi- 
cation of  these  new  documents  presented  to  the  Archives  by  Lady  Oakes 
aroused  considerable  interest;  they  contain  valuable  information  on  the 
state  of  affairs  in  Canada  and  Newfoundland  towards  the  close  of  the 
XVIIth  century. 

The  Division,  this  year,  took  an  inventory  of  all  Reports  and  Publi- 
cations, and  as  a  result  it  is  known  exactly  which  ones  are  scarce  or  out 
of  print  and  which  are  still  available  for  free  distribution  when  the  category 
of  the  applicant  justifies  it.

LIBRARY  DIVISION 

The  impact  of  the  War  has  been  felt  in  greater  degree  during  1940 
in  the  demands  made  upon  the  Department  in  general.  Much  of  the  work 
of  the  Library  Division  has  been  related  to  inquiries  bearing  upon  the 
history  of  military  operations  in  which  Canada  was  concerned. 

The  present  conflict  probably  has  been  responsible  for  the  revival  of 
study  of  the  system  of  Military  Service  which  has  obtained  in  Canada, 
beginning  with  the  first  Militia  laws  enacted  by  the  Legislatures  of  the 
original  Provinces. 

The  gallant  part  played  by  young  Canadian  sailors  in  the  war  at  sea 
seems  to  have  stimulated  widespread  interest  in  the  history  of  naval 
affairs  and  naval  operations  in  relation  to  Canada  especially  since  1910. 
It  is  significant  of  this  renewal  of  interest  that  studies  relating  to  the 
origins  and  development  of  a  national  naval  policy  as  finally  embodied  in 
the  organization  and  operation  of  the  Royal  Canadian  Navy  are  in  progress. 

As  a  result  of  the  war,  the  division  is  collecting,  not  only  the  relevant 
State  papers  and  blue  books,  but  also  all  incidental  pamphlets,  war 
propaganda  and  publications  related  to  some  aspect  of  the  present  conflict 
in  the  political,  social  and  economic,  as  well  as  the  military  fields.  It  is 
planned  also  to  compile  such  unofificial  records  as  battalion  and  camp 
journals,  edited  and  issued  by  members  of  units  themselves,  which  may  be 
of  particular  value  as  reflecting  the  spirit  and  temper  of  Canadian  youth 
in  training  for  war  and  defence.  Posters  relating  to  war  activities  are 
also  collected  as  far  as  possible. 

Memoranda,  photostats  and  bibliographical  services  were  supplied 
as  usual  in  response  to  inquiries  from  governmental  departments  and 
private  sources.  The  Library  was  able  to  furnish  information  immediately 
required  at  the  Initiation  of  the  National  War  Services  Measure.  Extensive 
use  continued  to  be  made  of  the  facilities  of  the  Library  and  the  services 
of  the  staff  in  the  prosecution  of  researches. 

Among  the  gifts  received  were  8  volumes  of  Naval  Documents  related 
to  the  United  States  Wars  with  the  Barbary  Powers,  1785-1801  and  to  the 
Quasi-War  between  the  United  States  and  France  1797-1801,  presented 
by  the  Library  of  Congress,  and  259  volumes  of  the  Publications  of  the 
Historical  Records  Survey  Projects  of  the  Federal  Works  Agency, 
Washington,  D.C.

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DIVISION  OF  TECHNICAL  AUXILIARY  SERVICES 

During  the  year  1940,  the  numismatic  section  answered  both  verbally 
and  in  writing  numerous  enquiries  concerning  medals  and  coins,  and  added 
several  interesting  specimens  to  its  collection.  A  display  of  civil  and  military 
medals  pertaining  chiefly  to  the  reigns  of  Queen  Victoria  and  King  Edward 
VII  w^s  exhibited  in  the  Minto  Room  of  the  Archives. 

Several  recordings  of  historical  interest  were  acquired  during  the 
year  by  the  phonographic  section.  One  of  these  records  contains  a  brief 
address  by  Sir  Wm.  Mulock  on  the  "Penny  postage",  and  others  deal 
with  the  present  war. 

The  cinematographic  section  obtained  projection  apparatus  and 
other  technical  equipment.  Thirteen  films  offered  by  the  Canadian  Motion 
Picture  Bureau  were  received,  examined  and  classified;  and  more  than 
five  thousand  feet  of  film  containing  Canadian  current  events  between 
1918  and  1930,  bought  from  American  firms  were  indexed  scene  by  scene, 
and  classified. 

In  spite  of  the  war  and  the  decrease  in  tourists,  about  five  thousand 
people  visited  our  exhibition  rooms. 

Two  displays  of  documents,  maps  and  pictures  brought  to  light  two 
little-known  explorers,  namely,  Joseph  Lafrance  and  Robert  Campbell. 
Photographs  of  members  of  the  family  of  the  Earl  of  Athlone,  the  present 
Governor  General,  formed  an  interesting  exhibition  which  must  be  men- 
tioned. The  museum  increased  its  collection  by  several  historic  items,  the 
most  noteworthy  probably  being  the  Speaker's  Chair  used  by  Louis  Joseph 
Papineau  when  he  was  Speaker  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  Lower 
Canada. 

As  in  the  past,  the  restoration  section  did  excellent  work  in  cleaning, 
repairing  and  restoring  throughout  the  extensive  collection  of  sculptures, 
paintings  and  engravings  which  fills  our  showrooms. 

Despite  a  reduction  in  staff,  the  bindery  bound  591  volumes  and  made 
the  necessary  repairs  to  the  manuscripts,  maps  and  prints  which  were 
put  in  hand.  In  addition,  800  tag  filing  folders  were  made  and  226  maps 
were  mounted. 

The  photographic  section  produced  8,952  photocopies  and  photo- 
graphs during  the  year. 

It  is  fitting  to  note  that  in  September  last,  the  head  of  the  Division, 
Major  Pierre  Brunet,  left  the  Archives  for  the  duration  of  the  war  to 
serve  with  the  Canadian  Active  Army.

CANADIAN  MILITIA  REGULATIONS  UNDER  THE  FRENCH 

REGIME  AND  EARLY  BRITISH  RULE 

1651-1777 

Order  from  Monsieur  D'Ailleboust,  Governor,  to  Pierre  Boucher, 
Captain  of  the  Inhabitants  of  Trois-Rivieres 

[June  6,  1651Ji 

He  will  see  that  drill  takes  place  as  often  as  possible  whether  it  be 
target  practice  or  otherwise  and  will  take  care  to  see  that  each  one  keeps 
his  arms  in  good  condition  and  well  charged  with  ball  and  shot. 

For  this  purpose  he  will  sometimes  visit  the  houses  in  order  to  see 
that  no  one  parts  with  his  arms  without  the  express  leave  of  the  Governor. 

He  will  often  warn  those  who  go  to  work  to  be  on  their  guard ;  particu- 
larly will  he  see  that  their  arms  are  well  loaded  and  not  to  fire  on  roofs, 
which  he  will  forbid  on  my  order. 

The  palisade  and  the  two  redoubts  finished,  he  will  divide  the  town 
(forces)  in  three  squads  or  four  if  there  are  enough  men,  one  of  which 
shall  mount  guard  every  evening  in  the  redoubt  which  looks  out  on  the 
fields;  in  the  guard  there  will  always  be  one  person  who  will  watch,  and 
he  who  as  a  sentinal  will  circle  the  inside  of  the  palisade  and  will  often 
keep  his  ear  alert  so  as  not  to  let  himself  be  surprised  from  without  by  the 
enemy,  nor  by  fire  which  may  take  hold  by  accident,  in  some  house. 

He  will  do  his  best  to  hasten  the  palisade  and  will  take  note  of  the 
days  (work)  given  by  whom,  at  what,  and  how  many. 

If  there  are  any  who  are  refractory  to  authority  or  who  miss  guard 
duties  he  will  sentence  them  to  such  fine  as  he  will  judge  proper,  or  if 
there  is  any  refusal  to  obey  he  will  make  his  report  of  it  to  the  Governor 
for  punishment.  Done  and  sent  to  the  fort  at  Three  Rivers,  this  sixth 
of  June  one  thousand  six  hundred  and  fifty-one.

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Letter  from  the  King  to  Monsieur  de  Courselles  commanding  him 
to  divide  the  inhabitants  of  Canada  into  companies  of  militia' 

Paris,  April  3,  1669. 

Monsieur  de  Courselles,  you  will  see  by  the  decree  of  my  council 
which  will  be  presented  by  my  attorney  general  to  the  sovereign  council 
of  New  France  my  intentions  which  I  have  deemed  necessary  to  make  in 
order  to  favour  marriages  and  to  make  a  grant  to  those  of  my  subjects 
inhabiting  the  said  country  who  may  have  to  the  number  of  ten  or  twelve 
children;  and  to  maintain  the  said  country  it  is  not  only  necessary  to 
think  of  populating  it  well,  but  also  to  make  the  said  inhabitants  expert 
in  the  handling  of  arms  and  military  discipline.  I  write  you  these  lines 
to  tell  you  that  our  intention  is  that  you  divide  all  my  subjects  inhabiting 
the  said  country  into  companies,  having  regard  to  their  proximity,  that 
after  having  thus  divided  them  you  will  appoint  captains,  lieutenants 
and  subalterns  to  command  them.  In  cases  where  those  who  compose 
the  said  companies  can  be  easily  assembled  and  return  home  in  one  day, 
you  will  give  the  order  that  they  assemble  once  a  month  to  drill  in  the 
handling  of  arms;  and  in  cases  where  they  are  too  scattered  you  will 
subdivide  the  companies  into  squads  of  40  to  50  men,  and  you  will  make 
them  drill  once  a  month,  the  same  as  is  stated  above,  and  as  regards  the 
complete  companies  you  will  make  them  assemble  once  or  twice  a  year. 

You  will  take  care  that  they  are  all  well  armed  and  have  always  the 
powder,  ball  and  tinder  necessary  to  enable  them  to  use  their  arms  at  all 
times. 

You  will  often  visit  the  squads  and  companies  and  make  them  do 
their  drill  in  your  presence. 

If  at  all  possible  you  should  muster  once  a  year  the  greatest  number 
of  the  said  inhabitants  who  can  be  found,  to  make  them  drill  likewise  as 
a  corps,  seeing,  however,  that  they  do  not  have  too  far  to  come,  leaving  it 
to  your  judgment  to  assemble  only  those  who  can  do  it  and  return  home 
in  two  days  time,  in  order  that  more  time  is  not  lost,  which  should  be 
devoted  to  their  business  or  the  cultivation  of  their  lands.  I  leave  it  also 
to  your  judgment  to  determine  if  it  would  not  be  advantageous  to  the 
welfare  of  my  service  and  to  the  growth  of  the  colony  to  gather  together 
every  two  or  three  years  as  many  as  twelve  hundred  well-armed  men  and 
march  into  the  country  of  the  Iroquois  and  other  savage  nations  so  that 
they  may  always  know  the  strength  of  our  arms  and  confine  themselves 
within  the  limits  of  duty  and  obedience  which  they  owe  to  me. 

Further,  I  desire  that  you  redouble  your  efforts  and  application 
towards  the  growth  of  the  colony,  for  this  purpose  you  should  visit  the 
inhabitants  often,  find  out  their  needs,  urge  them  to  work  and  to  cultivate 
the  land,  to  encourage  them  in  sea  trade  and  particularly  that  trade  which 
can  be  carried  on  with  the  Islands  of  America  which  are  under  my  authority, 
and  trusting  that  you  will  give  me  in  this  the  tokens  of  your  zeal  for  the 
welfare  of  my  service,  I  will  keep  you  no  longer  for  the  present.  Praying 
God  that  he  will  keep  you  Mr.  de  Courcelles  in  his  Holy  care.

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Ordinance  of  Governor  De  la  Barre  on  the  Subject  of  Arms 
October  24,  1682' 

Sieur  Lefebvre  de  la  Barre,  Seignior  of  the  said  place,  King's  Councillor 
in  His  Councils,  Governor  and  His  Lieutentant  general  of  all  the  lands  in 
New  France  and  Acadia. 

The  King,  desiring  for  reasons  important  to  his  service  and  for  the 
maintenance  and  growth  of  this  colony,  that  all  inhabitants  of  this  country 
able-bodied  and  capable  of  bearing  arms  are  sufficiently  provided  with 
them,  we  command  to  all  the  inhabitants  of  this  government  who  are  not 
furnished  with  guns  and  fire-arms  in  their  homes,  for  any  reason  what- 
soever, who  are  capable  of  bearing  arms  to  provide  themselves  with  them 
this  winter  on  pain  of  being  fined  in  the  spring  if  they  are  still  found  without 
them.  And  in  order  to  give  them  the  means  to  be  able  to  buy  them,  we 
command  Mr.  Aubert  de  la  Chesnaye,  merchant  of  Quebec,  to  sell  arms 
to  them  and  take  in  payment  good  genuine  wheat  at  the  rate  of  fifty  sous 
the  bushel  at  least  and  in  salt  pork  at  the  regular  price;  and  to  Mr.  Le 
Bert,  merchant  of  Montreal,  to  do  likewise.  Done  at  Quebec  this  twenty- 
fourth  of  October  1682.

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Ordinance  of  Monsieur  de  la  Jonquiere  regulating  the  question  of 
housing  the  troops  in  the  garrisons  of  the  colony, 
September  9,  1751' 

The  Marquis  de  la  Jonquiere  commander  of  the  Royal  and  military 
order  of  St.  Louis,  chief  of  the  squadron  of  naval  armies,  Governor  and 
Lieutenant  General  for  the  King  for  all  New  France,  lands  and  country 
of  Louisiana.  The  difficulties  which  have  occurred  until  now  in  the  matter 
of  the  housing  of  the  troops  of  this  colony  in  the  various  garrisons  having 
given  cause  for  much  dispute  by  the  false  application  which  has  been  made 
of  the  ordinances  of  the  King  contained  in  the  military  code  (Briquet), 
we  to  stop  all  these  difficulties  and  facilitate  the  operations  inseparable 
from  the  said  housing  and  make  them  suspendible  with  regard  to  the 
service  of  this  colony,  we  have  commanded  and  command  the  following: — 

Article  1 

When  troops  arrive  in  Montreal  and  in  Three  Rivers  to  relieve  those 
who  are  in  garrison  there,  the  captains  will  have  the  muster-roll  of  the 
soldiers  of  their  companies  transmitted  by  us  and  for  us  to  the  Lieutenant- 
General  of  Police  who  will  at  once  provide  for  their  housing  in  the  proximity 
of  the  house  of  their  captain,  in  so  far  as  circumstances  may  permit,  and 
will  have  these  billets  transmitted  to  the  captain  who  will  distribute  them 
to  the  soldiers. 

Article  2 

The  service  troops  who  are  sent  to  the  said  two  places  will  also  be 
lodged  as  soon  as  they  arrive  and  for  this  purpose  the  major  will  transmit 
the  list  to  the  Lieutenant-General,  and  after  the  said  soldiers  have  been 
incorporated,  the  captains  of  the  companies  in  which  they  are  placed  will 
transmit  to  him  in  like  manner  a  new  roll. 

Article  3 

The  major  will  make  likewise  for  the  Lieutenant-General  of  Police 
the  list  of  detached  soldiers  who  coming  and  going  will  call  at  their  place, 
so  that  he  can  provide  for  their  lodging. 

Article  4 

He  will  also  transmit  to  him  the  list  of  soldiers  who  become  detached 
from  his  garrison  so  that  he  may  know  that  the  billets  they  had  occupied 
are  vacant. 

Article  5 

If  among  the  number  of  the  said  soldiers  it  happens  that  there  are 
artisans  and  they  are  placed  to  work  in  a  private  home,  it  will  be  posted 
on  their  rolls  in  order  that  the  Lieutenant-General  may  assign  the  lodging 
of  each  soldier  to  the  house  where  he  is  working.

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Article  6 

The  major  will  also  transmit  to  the  Lieutenant-General  of  Police  a 
muster-roll  of  the  garrison  company  by  company  containing  also  the  names 
and  surnames  of  the  soldiers  and  of  the  inhabitants  with  whom  they  are 
lodged.  This  muster-roll  must  be  made  for  two  reasons,  the  first,  so  that 
the  Judge  of  Police  can  through  it  verify  the  individual  rolls  of  each 
captain;  the  second,  so  that  the  said  Judge  will  be  in  a  position  to  replace 
the  soldiers  who  have  the  permission  of  their  captains  to  go  and  work  on 
the  harvest  with  others  who  may  come  back. 

Article  7 

The  major  will  require  the  captains  to  transmit  to  the  Lieutenant- 
General  of  Police  the  names  of  deceased  soldiers,  deserters  or  those  dis- 
charged from  their  company,  as  well  as  those  of  the  inhabitants  with 
whom  they  were  lodged,  so  that  they  can  fill  the  vacant  billet  with  the 
first  soldier  who  arrives  or  who  is  attached  to  their  company. 

Article  8 

After  the  captains  have  distributed  the  lodging  billets  conjointly  or 
individually  to  the  soldiers  of  their  company  they  will  not  be  able  to  change 
their  lodging  to  take  them  from  one  house  to  another,  even  at  the  demand 
of  the  inhabitants,  without  consulting  the  Lieutenant  of  Police,  who  will 
not  oppose  it  if  the  case  calls  for  it. 

Article  9 

If  the  soldiers  complain  to  the  major  of  the  place  or  to  their  captain 
that  the  inhabitants  with  whom  they  are  lodged  do  not  furnish  them  with 
the  necessities  as  prescribed  by  the  ordinances  of  the  King,  or  if  the 
inhabitants  maltreat  them,  they  will  notify  the  Lieutenant-General  of 
Police  of  it,  so  that  he  may  punish  the  said  inhabitants.  If  on  the  contrary 
the  said  inhabitants  complain  that  the  soldiers  lodged  with  them  insult 
them,  or  do  not  show  them  the  respect  due  to  a  host,  they  will  be  able  to 
carry  their  complaints  to  the  major  of  the  place  or  to  their  captain  who 
will  give  them  the  justice  due  to  them,  but  if  the  inhabitants  have  been 
robbed  or  beaten  by  the  said  soldiers,  they  will  be  delivered  to  Justice  and 
their  case  prosecuted  and  defended  according  to  the  ordinances  of  the  King. 

Article  10 

With  regard  to  other  cases  which  might  come  up  and  which  we  can 
not  anticipate,  we  command  the  majors,  captains  and  lieutenant-generals 
of  Police  to  conform  to  the  military  code  (Briquet). 

We  order  the  separate  governors  and  lieutenants  of  the  King  each  one 
to  keep  a  firm  hand  on  that  which  concerns  him  in  the  execution  of  our 
present  ordinance  and  to  notify  us  of  any  violation  of  it.  In  witness 
whereof  we  have  signed,  caused  to  affix  the  seal  of  our  arms,  and  counter- 
signed by  our  chief  secretary.  Done  at  Quebec,  the  ninth  of  September, 
one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  fifty,  has  signed:  Lajonquiere,  by  Mon- 
seigneur  Saint  Sauveur.

An  ACT  for  Eftablifhing  and  Regulating  a  MILITIA^ 

[1758] 

Whereas  by  His  Majefty's  Royal  Inftructions  to  his 
Excellency  the  Governor  of  this  Province,  he  is  directed  to  caufe 
a  Militia  to  be  eftablifhed  as  foon  as  poffible:  And  Whereas 
the  Security  and  Prefervation  of  this  Province  greatly  depends 
upon  the  faid  Militia  being  put  into  Methods,  and  under  fuch 
Rules  as  may  make  the  fame  moft  ufeful  for  the  Support  and 
Defence  thereof,  and  that  the  Inhabitants  fhould  be  well  armed 
and  trained  up  in  the  Art  Military,  as  well  for  the  Honour  and 
Service  of  His  moft  Sacred  Majefty,  and  the  Security  of  this 
His  Province,  againft  any  Violence  or  Invafion  whatfoever,  as 
for  the  prefervation  of  their  own  Lives  and  Fortunes,  and  that 
every  Perfon  may  know  his  Duty  herein,  and  be  obliged  to 
perform  the  fame:  Be  it  Enacted  by  His  Excellency  the 
Governor,  Council,  and  Affembly,  and  by  the  Authority  of  the 
fame  it  is  hereby  Enacted,  That  from  and  after  the  firft  Day  of 
December,  1758,  All  Male  Perfons,  Planters,  and  Inhabitants 
and  their  Servants,  between  the  Ages  of  Sixteen  and  Sixty, 
refiding  in  and  belonging  to  this  Province,  fhall  bear  Arms  and 
duly  attend  all  Mufters  and  military  Exercifes  of  their  refpective 
Companies  where  they  fhall  be  inlifted  or  belong,  allowing 
Three  Months  Time  to  every  Son  after  coming  to  Sixteen  Years 
of  Age,  and  every  Servant  fo  long  after  his  Time  is  out,  to 
provide  themfelves  with  Arms  and  Ammunition. 

II.  And  the  Clerk  of  each  Company,  once  a  Quarter 
Yearly,  fhall  take  an  exact  Lift  of  all  Perfons  living  within  the 
Precincts  of  fuch  Company,  and  prefent  the  fame  to  the  Captain 
or  chief  Ofificer,  on  Pain  of  forfeiting  Forty  Shillings  for  each 
Default,  to  be  paid  to  the  Captain  or  chief  Officer  to  the  Ufe  of 
the  Company,  and  in  Cafe  of  Non  Payment,  to  be  levied  by 
Diftrefs  and  Sale  of  the  Offenders  Goods,  by  Virtue  of  a  Warrant 
from  the  Captain  or  chief  Officer,  who  is  hereby  impowered  to 
grant  the  fame. 

III.  That  every  Perfon  inlifted  in  any  Company,  fhall  fo 
continue  and  attend  all  Duty  in  fuch  Company,  or  otherwife 
fuffer  the  Penalty  by  Law  provided,  until  orderly  dif miffed 
or  removed  out  of  the  Town  or  Precinct  of  fuch  Company,  and 
in  Cafe  of  Removal  into  the  Precinct  of  another  Company  in 
the  fame  Town,  to  produce  a  Certificate  under  the  Hand  of  the 
Captain  or  chief  Officer  of  the  Precinct  whereunto  he  is  removed, 
that  he  is  inlifted  there. 

IV.  If  any  perfon  liable  to  be  inlifted  as  aforefaid,  do 
exempt  himfelf  by  fhifting  from  Houfe  to  Houfe,  or  Place  to 
Place,  to  avoid  being  fo  inlifted,  he  fhall  pay  as  a  Fine  for 
every  fuch  Offence,  to  the  Ufe  of  the  Company  to  which  he 
properly  belongs,  Ten  Shillings,  being  thereof  convicted  before

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any  one  of  His  Majefty's  juftices  of  the  Peace  for  the  County 
wherein  the  Offence  fhall  be  committed. 

V.  That  every  Militia  inlifted  Soldier  and  other  Houfe- Miijtia 
holder   refiding   as  aforefaid,   fhall   be  always   provided  with  to  be  armed, 
proper  and  fufficient  Fire  Arms,  confifting  of  a  Mufket,  Gun, 

or  Fuzil,  not  lefs  than  Three  Feet  long  in  the  Barrel,  two  fpare 
Flints,  and  Twelve  Charges  of  Powder  and  Ball  fuitable  to 
their  refpective  Fire  Arms,  and  to  the  Satisfaction  of  the  Com- 
miffion  Officers  of  the  Company  to  which  he  belongs,  on  Penalty 
of  Forty  Shillings,  for  want  of  fuch  Arms  as  is  hereby  required, 
and  Two  Shillings  for  each  other  defective  Appurtenant;  and 
the  like  Sum  for  every  Four  Weeks  he  fhall  fo  remain  unprovided 
or  deficient :  The  Fine  to  be  paid  by  Parents  for  their  Sons  under 
Age  and  under  their  Command,  and  by  Mafters  or  Heads  of 
Families  for  their  Domefticks  or  Servants,  other  than  Servants 
upon  Wages;  to  be  levied  on  the  Goods  and  Chattels  of  the 
Offender  or  Offenders,  their  Parents  or  Mafters,  by  Warrant 
under  the  Hand  and  Seal  of  one  or  more  of  His  Majefty's 
Juftices  of  the  Peace  for  the  County  wherein  the  Offence  fhall 
be  committed,  and  for  want  of  fufficient  Diftrefs,  fuch  Offender 
or  Offenders  to  fuffer  One  Month  Imprifonment  and  hard 
Labour. 

VI.  That  Regimental  Mufters  fhall  be  made  one  in  every  Regimenui 
SLx  Months,  or  as  often  as  fhall  be  required  by  the  Governor  or  Training ^^ 
Commander  in  Chief  of  this  Province  for  the  Time  being,  and  Companies. 
every  Captain  or  Chief  Officer  of  any  Company  or  Regiment, 

fhall  be  obliged,  on  Penalty  of  Five  Pounds,  to  draw  forth  his 
Company,  or  caufe  them  to  be  drawn  forth,  once  every  Three 
Months  and  no  more,  to  exercife  them  in  Motions,  the  Ufe  of 
Arms,  and  fhooting  at  Marks,  or  other  military  Exercifes, 
which  every  Perfon  liable  to  be  trained,  having  Three  Days 
Notice  thereof,  and  not  appearing  and  attending  the  fame, 
fhall,  for  each  Day's  Neglect,  pay  a  Fine  of  Five  Shillings. 

Vn.  That  the  Commiffion  Officers  of  any  Company,  or  Power  of 
the  major  Part  of  them,  may  order  the  correcting  and  punifhing  officers. 
Diforders  and  Contempt  on  a  Training  Day,  or  on  a  Watch; 
the  Punifhment  not  being  greater  than  Commitment  to  hard 
Labour,  not  exceeding  Forty  Eight  Hours,  or  Five  Shillings 
Fine. 

VHL  That  there  be  military  Watches  appointed  and  kept  Military 
at  fuch  Times,  in  fuch  Places,  in  fuch  Numbers,  and  under  fuch 
Regulations,  as  the  Governor  or  Commander  in  Chief  of  this 
Province  for  the  Time  being  fhall  appoint;  and  that  all  Perfons 
able  of  Body,  and  that  are  of  Age,  fhall  by  themfelves,  or  fome 
proper  Perfon  in  their  Stead,  to  the  Satisfaction  of  the  Com- 
manding Officer  of  the  Watch,  attend  the  fame,  on  Penalty 
of  Ten  Shillings  for  each  Defect,  there  having  been  due  Warning 
given.

IX.  Every  Militia  Soldier  or  other  Perfon  liable  by  Law, 
refufing  or  neglecting  to  attend  military  Exercifes  on  Training 
Days,  or  military  Watches,  that  fhall  not  pay  or  have  any 
Eftate  to  be  found  whereon  to  levy  the  Fine,  it  fhall  be  in  the 
Power  of  the  Captain  or  chief  Officers  of  fuch  Company,  on 
the  next  Training  Day  after  fuch  Neglect,  (he  not  having 
fatisfied  the  Clerk)  to  punifh  him  for  fuch  Offence  by  Commit- 
ment to  hard  Labour,  not  exceeding  Five  Days;  and  if  fuch  a 
Delinquent  fhall  abfent  himfelf  the  Second  Day,  without  giving 
fufificient  Reafon  to  the  Captain  or  chief  Officer  for  fuch  Abfence, 
it  fhall  be  in  the  Power  of  the  chief  Officer  of  the  Company  to 
direct  a  Warrant  to  any  of  the  Conftables  of  the  Town  wherein 
the  faid  Offence  fhall  be  committed,  requiring  him  to  apprehend 
fuch  Delinquent,  and  bring  him  into  the  Field,  that  he  may  be 
punifhed  as  by  this  Law  is  provided;  and  all  Conftables  are 
hereby  required  to  execute  fuch  Warrants  accordingly. 

X.  That  the  Perfons  hereafter  named  be  exempted  from  all 
Trainings,  except  fuch  as  fhall  receive  Commiffions  in  the 
Militia,  viz.  The  Members  of  His  Majefty's  Council,  the 
Members  of  the  Affembly  for  the  Time  being,  the  Chief  Juftice, 
and  other  Judges  of  Courts,  Juftices  of  the  Peace,  Attorney 
General,  Treafurer  of  the  Province,  Regifter  of  the  Province, 
Chief  Surveyor  of  Lands,  Naval  Officer,  and  his  Deputy  or 
Clerk,  the  Secretary,  Minifters,  Provoft  Marfhal,  Field  Officers, 
the  Collector  and  Surveyor  of  His  Majefty's  Cuftoms,  and  the 
Waiter,  conftant  Ferry  Men,  one  Miller  to  each  Grift  Mill, 
conftant  Herdfmen,  and  lame  Perfons  or  otherwife  difabled  in 
Body,  producing  a  Certificate  thereof  from  two  able  Chirurgeons. 

XL  That  the  Members  of  His  Majefty's  Council  be,  and 
hereby  are  exempted  from  military  Watches  and  Warding. 

Xn.  That  the  Captain  and  Commiffion  Officers  of  each 
Company  fhall,  and  are  hereby  fully  impowered,  to  nominate 
and  appoint  proper  Perfons  to  ferve  as  Serjeants  and  Corporals 
in  their  refpective  Companies,  and  to  difplace  them  and  appoint 
others  in  their  Room,  as  they  fhall  fee  Occafion. 

XHL  That  twice  every  Year,  or  oftner  if  required,  every 
Captain  or  chief  Officer  of  each  Company,  fhall  give  Order  for 
a  diligent  Enquiry  into  the  State  of  his  Company,  and  for  taking 
an  exact  Lift  of  the  Names  of  his  Soldiers,  and  other  Inhabitants 
within  the  Limits  of  his  Company,  and  of  the  Defects  of  Arms 
or  otherwife,  and  Names  of  the  defective  Perfons,  that  they 
may  be  profecuted  as  the  Law  hath  provided,  and  that  fuch 
Care  may  be  taken  as  is  proper  to  remedy  the  fame. 

XIV.  That  if  any  Perfon  who  is  by  Law  obliged  to  provide 
Arms  and  Ammunition,  cannot  purchafe  the  fame  by  fuch 
Means  as  he  hath,  if  he  bring  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Company  the 
full  Value  thereof,  according  to  the  Appraifement  of  the  Clerk 
and  two  other  Perfons  mutually  chofen,  he  thereupon  fhall  be 
excufed  from  the  Penalties  for  want  of  Arms  and  Ammunition, 
until  he  can  be  provided,  which  the  faid  Clerk  fhall  provide  as 
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foon  as  may  be,  by  Sale  of  fuch  Goods,  and  render  the  Overplus, 
if  any  be,  but  the  Party  fhall  notwithftanding  give  his  perfonal 
Attendance  upon  all  Occaftions  as  other  Militia  Soldiers,  until 
he  be  fupplied,  and  at  fuch  Times  fhall  perform  any  proper 
Service  he  may  be  put  upon  by  the  Captain  or  chief  Officer  of 
the  Company  he  belongs  to:  But  if  the  Perfon  be  adjudged 
unable  to  buy  Arms,  or  to  lay  down  the  Value  propofed,  if  he 
be  a  fingle  Man,  he  fhall  be  put  out  to  Service  by  any  two  of 
His  Majefty's  Juftices  of  the  Peace,  to  earn  wherewith  to  buy 
Arms  and  Ammunition. 

XV.  That  fuch  proper  Perfon  as  by  the  Commiffion  Officers  Penalty  40s. 
of  any  Company  fhall  be  appointed  Clerk,  and  fhall  refufe  to  ferve'^L^^cferk'. 
ferve,  fhall  pay  Forty  Shillings  Fine,  and  another  be  chofen  in 

his  Room,  and  fo  until  one  do  accept;  which  Perfon  fhall  be 
under  Oath  for  the  faithful  Dif charge  of  his  Office,  to  be  ad- 
miniftred  unto  him  by  a  Juftice  of  the  Peace  of  the  County,  in 
the  Words  following. 

You  do  fwear  truly  to  perform  the  Office  of  Clerk  of  the  clerk's  oath.

XVI.  And   for   every   Diftraint   made   for   any   Fine   not  His  Allowance. 
exceeding  Forty  Shillings,  he  fhall  have  one  Quarter  Part  for 

his  Pains  and  Trouble,  and  for  fuch  Fines  he  may  diftrain 
ex  officio,  and  in  fuch  Diftrefs  fhall  obferve  fuch  Rules  as  the 
Law  hath  provided  in  other  Cafes;  and  upon  Ten  Days  Notice 
fhall  account  with  and  pay  the  Captain  or  chief  Officer  what 
Fines  he  hath  received,  his  own  Part  being  deducted. 

XVIL  The  chief  military  Officer  of  the  Regiment,  as^eetrng^of 
often  as  he  fhall  fee  caufe,  fhall  require  the  Captain  or  chief  officers  of  the 
Officer  of  each  Company  in  his  Regiment,  to  meet  at  fuch 
Time  and  Place  as  he  fhall  appoint,  and  there  with  them  to 
confer,  and  give  in  Charge  fuch  Orders  as  fhall  by  them,  or  the 
major  Part  of  them,  be  judged  meet  for  the  better  ordering  and 
fettling  their  feveral  Companies,  and  for  the  better  promoting 
military  Difcipline  amongft  them;  and  the  chief  Officer  is 
hereby  impowered  by  his  Warrant,  directed  to  any  Clerk  or 
Officer  of  his  Regiment,  to  fummon  or  caufe  to  be  brought 
before  them  any  Offender  againft  this  Act;  and  according 
to  Law  to  hear  and  determine  all  Matters  proper  for  their  their  Power. 
Cognizance,  and  to  give  Sentence,  and  to  grant  Mittimus  or 
Warrants  of  Diftrefs  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Company  where  the 
Offence  is  committed;  for  executing  which  Warrant,  if  above 
Forty  Shillings,  he  fhall  have  Ten  Shillings  out  of  the  fame  for 
his  Pains  and  Trouble  therein,  and  no  more. 

XVIIL  That  no  Clerk  ex  officio  make  Diftraint  for  any  cierk  not  to 
Fine  until  Six  Days  after  the  Offence  committed,  that  fo  the  officio. 
Party  may  have  Opportunity  to  make  Excufe,  if  any  he  hath,  after  the 
why  he  fhould  not  pay  the  Fine,  and  every  Clerk  that  neglects  coi^'^tted.

Penalty  £5.  on  XIX.  That  all  Officers  yield  Obedience  to  the  Warrants 

difobeying  Or  Commands  of  their  Superior  Officers,  on  Penalty  of  Five 
Officefs"''^"*"^  Pounds,  to  be  heard  and  determined  at  the  next  Meeting  of  the 
chief  Officers  and  Captains  of  the  Regiment,  and  the  Fine  to 
be  taken  by  Diftrefs  and  Sale  of  the  Offender's  Goods,  (returning 
the  Overplus  if  any  be)  by  Warrant  from  the  chief  Officer  of 
the  Regiment,  directed  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Company  to  which 
fuch  Offender  belongs,  and  to  be  applied  to  the  Ufe  and  Benefit 
of  fuch  Company  as  the  Officers  fo  met  fhall  agree,  their  Ex- 
pences  being  firft  defrayed  out  of  the  fame,  not  exceeding 
Twenty  Shillings.

An  Ordinance  for  regulating  the  militia  of  the  province  of 

Quebec,   and  rendering  it   of  more  general   utility, 

towards  the  prefervation  and  fecurity  thereof 

[March  29,  1777] 

Whereas  his  excellency  the  captain  general  and  governor 
in  chief  of  this  province  is,  by  virtue  of  his  majefty's  commiffion 
under  the  Great  Seal  of  Great-Britain,  empowered  to  levy, 
arm,  mufter,  command,  and  employ  all  perfons  within  the 
province,  and,  as  occafion  fhall  ferve,  them  to  march  or  tranf- 
port  from  one  place  to  another,  for  the  purpofe  of  refifting  and 
withftanding  of  all  enemies,  pirates,  and  rebels,  both  by  land 
and  by  water;  which  commiffion,  in  the  ab fence  of  the  captain 
general,  the  lieutenant  governor,  or  commander  in  chief,  for 
the  time  being,  is  authorized  to  execute: — and  whereas  the 
well  ordering  and  training  of  the  faid  militia,  may  hereafter  be 
of  great  ufe  towards  preferving  and  fecuring  the  province  from 
all  hoftile  invaders  thereof,  be  it  enacted  by  the  captain 
general  and  governor  in  chief  of  this  province,  by  and  with  the 
advice  and  confent  of  the  legiflative  council  of  the  fame,  that 

Art.  I 

All  perfons,  as  well  in  the  towns  as  in  the  country,  from  the 
age  of  fixteen  years  to  fixty,  are  bound  to  ferve  in  the  militia 
of  that  parifh,  wherein  they  refide;  and  from  and  after  the 
publication  of  the  prefent  ordinance,  every  perfon  (excepting 
fuch  as  are  herein  after  excepted)  refufing  to  ferve,  or  neglecting 
to  get  himfelf  inrolled  under  the  officers  appointed  by  his 
excellency  the  captain  general  or  governor  in  chief,  in  the 
different  parifhes,  fhall  forfeit  five  pounds;  and  upon  a  fecond 
refufal,  he  fhall,  over  and  above  a  like  forfeiture  of  five  pounds 
for  fuch  fecond  refufal,  be  rendered  incapable  of  keeping  by 
him  or  bearing  any  fire-arm  w^hatfoever,  under  the  like  penalty 
of  five  pounds,  and  one  months  imprifonment,  for  every  time 
he  fhall  be  convicted  of  having  ufed  or  kept  fuch  fire-arm. 

Art.  II 

Every  militia  man,  whofe  conduct  or  behaviour  proves 
unworthy  of,  or  difhonorable  to  the  corps,  fhall  be  expelled 
therefrom,  and  in  like  manner  rendered  incapable  of  keeping 
by  him,  or  ufing  any  fire-arm,  under  the  penalties  mentioned  in 
the  foregoing  article;  and  as  well  thofe  who  have  refufed  or 
neglected  to  enroll  themfelves,  as  thofe  who  are  expelled  there- 
from, fhall  furnifh  fleighs  and  other  carriages  for  the  king's 
fervice,  when  called  upon,  in  a  double  proportion  to  their 
neighbours  of  the  fame  parifh,  doing  duty  as  militia  men  readily 
and  chearfully,  anf  for  half  the  price;  provided  always  that, 
after  the  expiration  of  one  year,  any  perfon,  who  has  committed 
any  of  the  above  recited  offences,  and  fuffered  the  penalties

Captains  of 
twenty  days  after  the  publication  of  the  prefent  ordinance,  or  tranfmit  a  lift 
fooner,  if  it  can  be  done,  tranfmit  to  the  colonels  of  militia,  or  Lid  men  to^*^* 
infpectors   when    fuch   fhall   be   appointed,   for   the   refpective  ygariy!''^'^'^"'^^ 
diftricts,  an  account  of  the  number  of  officers  and  militia  men 
fit  for  fervice  in  their  refpective  companies;  as  alfo  a  lift  of  fuch 
as  may  have  refufed  to  inroll  themfelves,  or  difobeyed  the  orders 
of  their  fuperior  officers;    and  hereafter  fuch  lifts,  as  well  as

Art.  VI 

In  time  of  war,  rebellion,  or  when  any  other  preffing 
exigency  of  the  ftate  requires  it,  fuch  number  of  officers,  fer- 
jeants,  and  militia-men,  as  the  governor,  lieutenant  governor, 
or  commander  in  chief,  for  the  time  being,  thinks  fit  to  direct, 
fhall  be  drawn  out  of  the  different  companies,  marched  from  their 
refpective  parifhes,  to  fuch  place  as  they  fhall  be  ordered  to, 
and  ferve,  tho'  ftill  as  militia,  in  conjunction  with  his  majefty's

Saturday  29th.  June  1799. 
The  House  being  met,  Prayers  were  read. 
The  Minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  yesterday  were  read. 


Resolved,  That  Mr.  Speaker  do  request  that  His  Honor  the  President 
may  be  pleased  earnestly  to  request  that  it  may  please  His  Most  Gracious 
Majesty  to  accept  of  the  surplus  of  the  Provincial  Revenues  for  the  purposes 
of  the  present  just  and  necessary  war,  and  towards  the  support  of  his 
Government. 

A  Message  was  received  from  His  Honor  the  President,  requiring 
the  attendance  of  the  House  in  the  Legislative  Council  Chamber. 

The  House  having  attended  accordingly  His  Honor  was  pleased  to 
assent  in  His  Majesty's  name  to  the  following  Bills,  to  wit: — 

An  Act  to  continue  an  Act  intituled  "An  Act  for  securing  the  titles  to 
Lands  in  the  Province." 

An  Act  to  provide  for  the  education  and  support  of  Orphan  Children. 

An  Act  to  enable  persons  holding  the  office  of  Registrar  to  be  elected 
Members  of  the  House  of  Assembly. 

An  Act  to  ratify,  approve,  and  confirm  the  Provisional  Agreement 
made  and  entered  into  by  Commissioners  on  the  part  of  this  Province  and 
Commissioners  on  the  part  of  the  Province  of  Lower  Canada. 

At  the  same  time  His  Honor  reserved  for  the  future  signification  of 
His  Majesty's  pleasure  thereon. 

The  Bill  intituled  "An  Act  for  the  better  ascertaining  the  appropri- 
ations of  land  to  be  allotted  to  the  use  of  a  protestant  Clergy." 

And  then  Mr.  Speaker  addressed  His  Honor  in  the  following  terms. 
May  it  please  Your  Honor  : — 

To  receive  from  the  Commons  of  Upper  Canada  with  the  concurrence 
of  the  Legislative  Council  thereof  now  met  in  Parliament  the  strongest 
expressions  of  our  most  serious  concern  at  finding  our  Mother  Country 
still  obliged  to  maintain  a  War  against  the  restless  destroyers  of  the  peace 
of  mankind,  a  war  as  unprecedented  in  lawless  outrages  from  her  unprin- 
cipled enemies  as  necessary  for  the  preservation  of  everything  that  is 
sacred  or  dear  to  her  or  us. 

Though  our  distance  prevents  us  from  feeling  the  more  immediate 
evils  of  such  a  warfare,  or  from  suffering  much  from  the  heavy  charges 
which  must  necessarily  attend  it,  yet  we  are  inclined  to  sympathize  in 
the  warmest  manner  with  our  brethren  who  bear  these  burthens,  and  to 
do  all  in  our  power,  however  little  it  may  be,  to  alleviate  them. 

We  rejoice,  therefore,  to  see  by  the  accounts  now  laid  before  us  that 
a  surplus  has  arisen  from  the  resources  of  our  commerce  and  the  productions 
of  our  fiscal  regulations  above  our  immediate  wants,  and  we  entreat  that 
Your  Honor  will  be  pleased  to  lay  at  the  feet  of  His  Majesty  the  earnest

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prayer  of  his  Most  Dutiful  and  Loyal  Subjects  in  this  Province  that  he  will 
be  pleased  to  accept  of  that  mite  which  is  too  inconsiderable  to  be  viewed 
in  any  other  light  than  as  a  mark  of  our  devoted  attachment  to  His  Royal 
person  and  Family,  and  of  our  grateful  sense  of  the  blessings  we  enjoy 
under  his  Government. 

Though  mortified  that  the  infancy  of  our  establishment  precludes  us 
from  the  possibility  of  doing  more,  yet  we  trust  that  will  be  accepted  as 
a  proof  of  our  good  will,  and  we  beg  leave  to  express  our  warmest  wishes 
and  well  founded  hopes  that,  with  the  Blessing  of  God  on  our  industry, 
covered  as  we  are  with  the  protecting  hand  of  Our  Mother  Country,  and 
happy  under  the  noble  form  of  Government  we  derive  from  her,  our  means 
of  being  useful  to  her  will  daily  increase. 

Upon  which  His  Honor,  in  His  Majesty's  name,  was  pleased  to  thank 
the  Commons  for  this  mark  of  their  benevolence.

I  have  the  Honor  of  transmitting  herewith  to  your  Grace  an  Address 
that  was  presented  to  me  at  the  Close  of  the  last  Session  by  the  Speaker 
of  the  House  of  Assembly,  making  with  the  Concurrence  of  the  Legislative 
Council  an  humble  offering  to  His  Majesty  of  a  surplus  arising  from  this 
Provinces  Proportion  of  the  Duties  on  Imports  into  Lower  Canada  and 
the  productions  of  her  fiscal  Regulations  above  her  immediate  Wants; 
which  I  most  humbly  pray  your  Grace  to  lay  at  His  Majesty's  feet. 

A  Return  not  having  been  yet  made  of  the  Amount  of  this  Provinces 
Proportion  of  the  last  years  Duties  on  Imports,  and  the  Secretary  not 
having  yet  paid  into  the  Treasury  the  whole  of  his  Collection  of  the  Pro- 
vincial Duties  on  liquor  &  Still  Licences — the  Amount  of  this  Surplus 
cannot  be  yet  ascertained — but  it  is  calculated  on  an  average  at  nearly 
Five  Hundred  Pounds;  and  I  most  sincerely  join  in  the  General  Wish  that 
the  Ability  of  the  Province  had  been  greater,  &  that  her  Mite  had  been 
added  at  an  earlier  period  to  the  general  Contributions  for  the  Relief  of 
the  National  Burthens. 

I  shall  wait  your  Graces  Commands  either  to  remit  this  offering  to 
England,  or  to  apply  it  to  the  Civil  Expenditure  of  this  Province.

A  Message  was  received  from  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor^ 
requiring  the  attendance  of  the  House  in  the  Legislative  Council  Chamber. 

The  House  having  attended  accordingly 

Mr.  Speaker-elect  addressed  His  Excellency  as  follows,  to  wit: 
May  it  please  Your  Excellency 

Conformably  to  Your  Excellency's  Message  of  yesterday  to  the 
Commons,  they  have  proceeded  to  the  election  of  a  Speaker,  and  their 
choice  has  fallen  upon  me. 

Upon  which  the  Hon.  the  Speaker  of  the  Legislative  Council,  by  His 
Excellency's  command,  replied  "His  Excellency  approves  the  choice  of 
the  Commons." 

His  Excellency  was  then  pleased  to  make  the  following  Speech  to 
both  House  of  Parliament. 

Honorable  Gentlemen  and  Gentlemen: — 

I  cannot  deny  myself  the  satisfaction  of  expressing  on  this  the  first 
opportunity  I  have  of  meeting  you  in  Parliament  the  deep  sense  I  have 
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of  the  honor  conferred  upon  me  by  His  Majesty  in  appointing  me  to  repre- 
sent him  in  a  Province  not  more  distinguished  by  the  gifts  which  Nature 
has  so  abundantly  bestowed  upon  it  than  by  the  full  enjoyment  of  all  the 
blessings  which  flow  from  the  British  Constitution,  and  by  the  possession, 
as  nearly  as  circumstances  will  allow,  of  the  British  Constitution  itself. 

It  is  no  small  addition  to  this  satisfaction  that  my  first  act  as  a  Member 
of  the  Provincial  Legislature  is  to  signify  to  you  that  the  loyalty  and 
dutiful  attachment  which  you  have  manifested  for  His  Majesty's  Person 
and  Family,  and  your  readiness  to  support  His  Majesty's  exertions  for  the 
security  of  the  Empire  at  large,  and  for  the  preservation  of  our  valuable 
Constitution,  by  the  grant  made  by  you  of  a  surplus  of  your  resources, 
has  been  highly  grateful  to  His  Majesty,  and  that  His  Majesty  has  been 
graciously  pleased  to  give  it  to  me  in  command  to  communicate  to  you 
the  just  sense  which  he  entertains  of  your  zeal  and  affection. 

Tho'  I  have  called  you  together  at  a  season  of  the  year  when  I  am 
sensible  that  your  absence  from  your  respective  homes  must  be  attended 
with  material  inconvenience  I  am  not  aware  that  I  shall  have  any  occasion 
to  detain  you  long,  and  I  shall  look  forward  with  pleasure  to  the  time  when 
the  opening  of  the  roads  which  communicate  with  the  Capital  will  enable 
me  to  meet  you  at  a  season  when  public  business  may  be  dispatched  without 
private  inconvenience. 

Tuesday  1st.  July  1800.^ 

The  House  being  met,  and  Mr.  Speaker  having  taken  the  Chair, 
prayers  were  read. 

The  Minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  yesterday  were  read. 


Resolved,  That  an  Humble  Address  may  be  presented  to  His  Excel- 
lency the  Lieutenant  Governor  that  he  will  be  pleased  to  issue  his  Warrant 
in  favor  of  the  several  persons  herein  above  mentioned  for  the  sums  of 
money  voted  to  them,  and  that  the  same  may  be  charged  to  the  fund 
appropriated  for  that  purpose,  and  that  the  residue  may  be  applied  in 
such  manner  as  it  shall  please  His  Majesty  to  direct  towards  the  support 
of  the  War.

Sir, 

In  Compliance  with  your  Excellency's  Commands,  signified  to  me 
in  your  Secretary's  letter  of  this  date,  I  have  the  Honor  to  send  you  here- 
with Copies  of  the  Address  to  me  from  the  House  of  Assembly  in  the  third 
Session  of  the  last  Provincial  Parliament,  when  with  the  Concurrence  of 
the  Legislative  Council  a  surplus  of  Revenue  was  offered  to  His  Majesty, 
and  of  the  Letter  I  had  the  Honor  of  writing  to  the  Duke  of  Portland  on 
that  occasion — But  in  obeying  your  Excellency's  further  wish  "that  I 
should  state  to  you  the  amount  of  this  surplus",  I  feel  it  in  some  measure 
incumbent  upon  me  to  account  for  its  falling  so  far  short  of  the  Sum  I  had 
mentioned  to  His  Grace. 

The  address  having  been  totally  unexpected  and  read  to  me  by  the 
Speaker  at  the  moment  when  I  had  met  the  two  Houses  for  the  purpose  of 
passing  the  Bills  of  the  Session  and  proroguing  the  Parliament,  I  had  no 
opportunity  of  enquiring  into  the  Extent  of  the  Contribution  proposed; 
and  understanding  afterwards  that  it  had  been  estimated  at  about  Five 
Hundred  Pounds  upon  an  average  Calculation  of  all  the  Duties  paid  and 
unpaid,  I  too  hastily  adopted  the  same  Idea.  But  as  many  of  the  Subse- 
quent payments  were  made  before  April  in  the  present  year,  and  most  of 
them  had  been  appropriated  by  the  Votes  of  the  Session  to  the  discharge 
of  Officers  Salaries  and  Contingencies;  it  is  now  apparent  that  no  more 
could  have  been  then  offered  to  His  Majesty  with  precision  than  the  Sum 
actually  in  their  power,  which  was  the  Surplus  Balance  of  the  years  account 
before  them,  amounting  to  Two  Hundred  and  four  Pounds  fifteen  shillings 
and  two  pence  farthing  Provincial  Currency.  The  Funds  from  whence 
this  Surplus  has  arisen  are  the  Balance  of  the  preceding  year,  this  Provinces 
proportion  of  the  Provincial  Duties  on  Imports  into  Lower  Canada  to 
the  5**^  January,  and  the  Provincial  Duties  collected  on  Still  and  Tavern 
Licences  expiring  on  the  5*"^  April  1798. 

Your  Excellency  will  observe  from  the  letter  that  I  proposed  to  wait 
for  the  Secretary  of  States'  Commands  respecting  the  disposal  of  this 
Money.  It  now  rests  with  your  Excellency  to  draw  it  out  of  the  Receiver 
Generals  Hands  by  Warrant,  and  cause  it  to  be  remitted  to  England  in 
whatever  way  you  may  be  pleased  to  direct.

Department  of  State,  June  14,  1798. 

Dear  Sir:  M''  Read  of  the  Senate  has  shown  me  a  note  from  M""  Izard 
mentioning  that  George  II  gave  to  his  favorite  province  of  South  Carolina 
a  parcel  of  iron  24  pounders  taken  in  the  French  ship  Foudroyant:  they 
were  equal  to  carry  27  pounds  ball,  and  of  course  being  out  of  all  rule  of 
English  cannon  must  have  ball  especially  cast  for  them.  They  were  taken 
by  the  British  army  when  they  captured  Charleston,  in  the  late  war,  and 
carried  to  Halifax,  where  it  is  said  they  now  lie  useless. 

I  have  mentioned  the  matter  to  M"^  Liston,  who  readily  engaged  to 
write  to  Governor  Wentworth,  and  to  suggest  the  propriety  of  delivering 
them  for  the  use  of  South  Carolina:  the  terms  to  be  hereafter  declared 
by  the  British  Government.  I  suggested  they  might  be  sold,  or  loaned — 
or  given  to:  S°  Carolina  would  receive  them  on  either  ground:  their 
number  I  do  not  know.  As  Governor  Wentworth  may  hesitate,  I  have 
thought  it  best  to  mention  the  subject  to  you,  to  expedite  the  transfer, 
if  practicable  to  be  attained.

Whereas,  it  has  been  represented  to  the  President  of  the  United  States 
of  America,  that  a  number  of  heavy  pieces  of  cannon,  formerly  belonging 
to  the  French  ship  Foudroyant,  were  removed  from  Charleston,  South 
Carolina,  at  the  evacuation  of  that  city  by  the  British  army,  and  that  the 
said  cannon  were  at  Halifax,  Nova  Scotia;  and  it  hath  also  been  suggested 
that  the  British  Government  would,  on  the  application  of  the  United 
States  of  America,  for  that  purpose,  probably  be  disposed  to  return  the 
said  Cannon;  and  in  consequence  application  having  been  made,  to 
Robert  Liston  Esquire,  Envoy  Extraordinary  and  Minister  Plenipotentiary 
of  His  Britannic  Majesty,  to  the  United  States,  who  having  communicated 
the  same  to  His  Excellency  Sir  John  Wentworth,  his  aforesaid  Majesty's 
Lieutenant  Governor  of  Nova  Scotia,  hath  represented  to  the  government 
of  the  United  States,  that  His  Royal  Highness  Prince  Edward,  Commander 
in  Chief  of  the  King's  troops  in  Nova  Scotia,  at  his  instance  and  that  of 
Sir  John  Wentworth,  consented  and  agreed,  that  the  aforesaid  Cannon, 
being  twenty  four  in  number,  and  French  twenty  four  Pounders,  together 
with  about  eighteen  hundred  shot,  belonging  to  them,  shall  be  loaned  to 
the  United  States  aforesaid  on  condition  that  the  Federal  Government 
would  engage,  when  required,  to  reland  them,  free  of  expence,  in  such  part 
of  his  Britannic  Majesty's  American  Dominions,  as  may  be  pointed  out.

Twenty  four  cannon,  and  shot  for  the  same,  on  loan,  and  for  the  use  of 
the  United  States  of  America,  and  do  engage,  when  required,  that  the  said 
Cannon  and  shot  or  if  the  latter  shall  be  expended,  an  equal  number,  shall 
be  relanded  free  of  expence  to  the  British  Government,  in  such  part  of 
His  Britannic  Majesty's  American  Dominions  as  may  be  pointed  out. 

In  testimony  whereof  the  said  Secretary  for  the  Department  of  War, 
for  and  in  behalf  of  the  United  States,  hath  hereunto  subscribed  his  hand, 
and  affixed  the  seal  of  the  War  Office  this  third  day  of  October,  in  the  year 
of  our  Lord,  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  ninety  eight,  and  of  Independ- 
ence the  twenty  third.

Department  of  State, 

Trenton  Oct.  6.  1798. 
[To]  Benjamin  Stoddert  Esq"" 
Secretary  of  the  Navy. 

Sir,  There  are  at  Halifax,  Nova  Scotia,  twenty  four  cannon,  French 
24  pounders,  and  about  eighteen  hundred  shot  belonging  to  them.  The 
cannon  were  taken  in  the  French  Ship  Foudroyant,  and  given  by  King 
George  the  Second  to  the  province  of  South  Carolina.  When  Charleston 
surrendered  to  the  British  Army,  in  the  American  War,  these  guns  fell 
of  course  to  the  Victors,  who  on  the  evacuation  of  that  city  afterwards, 
took  the  cannon  and  shot  with  them.  Upon  application  to  the  British 
Minister,  M''  Liston,  to  procure  a  restoration  of  them,  for  the  immediate 
defence  of  Charleston,  he  wrote  to  Prince  Edward,  who  commanded  the 
British  troops  in  Nova  Scotia,  and  to  Sir  John  Wentworth  the  Governor 
of  that  province;  and  the  Prince  agreed  that  the  cannon  and  shot  should 
be  delivered  on  loan  to  the  United  States,  as  he  had  no  authority  to  give 
them.  The  condition  of  the  loan  was,  that  they  should  be  relanded,  when 
required,  and  without  expence,  in  any  part  of  His  Britannic  Majesty's 
American  Dominions  which  should  be  designated.

The  total  weight  may  be  supposed  about  ninety  or  ninety  four  tons. 
As  the  guns  have  been  lain  by,  unused,  probably  they  are  without  carriages 
or  implements;  if  however  there  are  both  or  either,  they  will  doubtless 
be  delivered  with  the  cannon,  to  which  they  are  exclusively  adapted: 
and  it  will  be  well  to  direct  your  officer  charged  with  the  transportation, 
to  make  the  enquiry.  I  will  hint  these  articles  to  M""  Liston,  that  he  may 
mention  them  in  his  letters. 

M""  Liston  has  informed  me,  that  if  the  terms  of  the  loan  should  be 
approved  by  the  President,  and  the  Secretary  of  War  should  consequently 
come  under  an  engagement  for  the  purpose,  "and  a  vessel  should  be  sent 
properly  authorized  and  protected,  to  convey  the  guns  and  shot  to  Charles- 
ton, he  would  give  the  Commander  such  letters,  addressed  to  Prince 
Edward  and  Sir  John  Wentworth,  as  would  procure  their  delivery  to 
him." — Yesterday  I  sent  to  M""  Liston  the  Engagement  of  the  Secretary 
of  War,  and  will  furnish  you  with  a  copy  of  it,  duly  attested,  to  be  sent 
to  your  officer,  if  I  can  obtain  it  in  time.  I  desired  M''  Liston  to  write  to 
Halifax  immediately,  that  the  requisite  orders  might  be  issued,  to  prevent 
any  delay  when  your  vessel  or  vessels  should  arrive  there.  I  will  write 
him  again  to  day,  and  desire  him  to  send  duplicate  letters,  to  the  care  of 
Gibbs  and  Channing  in  Newport,  to  be  by  them  delivered  to  Captain 
Sever  or  other  officer  having  orders  on  this  subject.

The  American  Government  having  resolved  to  accept  of  the  Guns 
formerly  belonging  to  the  Foudroyant  upon  the  condition  proposed  by 
His  Royal  Highness  Prince  Edward,  (that  of  restitution  when  demanded,) 
the  President  dispatches  two  armed  Vessels  to  Halifax,  for  the  purpose  of 
transporting  them  to  Charleston  (South  Carolina). — I  have  therefore  to 
request  that  those  cannon,  together  with  the  Eighteen  hundred  Shot 
belonging  to  them,  may  be  delivered  to  the  Commanders  of  the  Vessels, 
Captain  Sever  &  Captain  Chapman,  who  will  be  the  bearers  of  this  Letter. 
And  you  will  confer  a  personal  obligation  on  me  by  giving  them  all  the 
countenance  and  assistance  in  your  power. 

The  Secretary  at  War  has  signed  an  obligation  to  reland  the  guns  in 
any  part  of  His  Majesty's  American  Dominions,  if  demanded, — a  case 
which  I  hope  and  trust  will  never  occur. 

I  enclose  a  copy  of  this  obligation,  and  have  thought  it  advisable  to 
keep  the  original,  to  be  deposited  among  the  Records  of  the  British  Mission 
in  this  country.

Dear  Sir:  In  my  letter  of  yesterday  I  omitted  to  mention  the  cannon 
of  the  Foudroyant  formerly  given  by  George  II  to  South  Carolina,  for 
which  I  have  before  informed  you,  I  had,  at  the  request  of  Jacob  Read 
Esq""  addressed  M''  Liston.  This  gentleman,  with  the  promptitude  and 
good-will  which  mark  all  his  actions  in  relation  to  the  United  States,  immedi- 
ately wrote  to  Sir  John  Wentworth,  governor  of  Nova-Scotia,  and  to 
Prince  Edward  who  commanded  his  Britannic  Majesty's  forces  in  that 
province,  who  readily  complied  with  his  request,  and  consented  to  loan 
the  guns,  on  condition  of  their  being  returned,  when  called  for,  and  trans- 
ported to  any  part  of  His  Majesty's  dominions  on  the  Continent  of  North 
America.  The  President  has  consented  to  the  loan  on  the  condition  pro- 
posed; and  vessels  have  been  sent  to  Halifax  to  receive  and  carry  them  to 
Charleston,  together  with  about  eighteen  hundred  shot  (say  28  pounders) 
adapted  to  them. 

Altho'  the  guns  and  shot  are  only  loaned,  yet  as  they  do  not  correspond 
with  the  English  dimensions  and  were  therefore  thrown  by  and  lay  useless 
at  Halifax,  I  presume  they  will  never  be  redemanded.  Nevertheless,  it 
would  be  better,  perhaps,  that  the  final  determination  of  the  British 
Government  concerning  them  should  now  be  made.  It  would  be  a  grateful 
act  if  they  were  again  presented,  as  a  free  gift,  to  the  State  of  South  Carolina. 
It  is  highly  probable  that  M""  Liston  may  suggest  the  idea  to  Lord  Grenville: 
if  not  (which  you  will  know)  it  may  be  hinted  to  him  in  such  manner  as 
you  shall  judge  proper.  The  real  value  to  Carolina  is  something;  but  the 
main  object  in  obtaining  them  immediately  was,  that  the  U.  States,  could 
not  furnish  them  promptly;  the  foundaries  being  employed  in  casting 
ships  guns,  &  on  a  scale  at  this  moment  not  to  produce  immediately  a  full 
supply  of  them.  At  the  present  prices  of  cannon  and  shot,  those  in  question 
are  worth  ten  thousand  dollars  to  us,  tho'  of  comparatively  no  value  to 
the  British  Government.    The  number  of  guns  is  24.    I  am  [etc.].

Agreable  to  an  arrangement  made  by  His  Royal  Highness  Prince 
Edward  previous  to  His  departure  hence  for  England,  which  the  Copy 
I  have  the  honor  to  enclose  will  explain  to  Your  Grace  I  have  delivered  to 
Captain  Sever,  commanding  the  Herald  Sloop  of  War  belonging  to  the 
United  States  of  America,  twenty  five  Iron  Cannon  (26  p""^)  and  Eighteen 
hundred  and  Seventy  Six  shot;  the  Receipt  for  which  I  shall  send  to  M"" 
Liston,  that  it  may  be  deposited  among  the  Records  of  the  Embassy  from 
Great  Britain  to  that  Country,  where  the  original  of  the  Bond  of  Restitution 
signed  by  the  Secretary  at  War  for  the  United  States  remains, ^to  the  end 
that  the  transaction  may  be  complete. 

Your  Grace  will  please  to  observe  that  the  Bond  is  given  only  for 
twenty  four  Cannon  and  Eighteen  hundred  Shot ;  and  that  I  have  exceeded 
the  number  by  one  Gun  and  seventy  Six  Shot.  My  reason  for  so  doing  was, 
that  I  considered  this  measure  of  accomodation  to  the  United  States  in  the 
present  position  of  affairs  to  be  Politically  wise  on  part  of  His  Royal 
Highness  Prince  Edward,  and  on  examining  the  Stores  finding  one  gun  and 
Seventy  Six  Shot  more  than  had  been  mentioned  originally,  or  supposed 
to  have  been  in  Store  of  the  same  Calibre,  all  originally  taken  in  the  French 
Ship  of  War  Foudroyant  and  brought  hither  at  the  Evacuation  of  Charles- 
town  South  Carolina  in  the  last  War,  immagining  that  exceeding  the 
number  and  giving  every  aid  in  my  power  in  puting  them  on  board,  with 
all  manner  of  attention  to  Captain  Sever  and  His  Officers  might  have  a 
good  effect  in  further  conciliating  the  American  Government,  I  presumed 
thus  to  act  without  authority;  and  humbly  hope  that  my  conduct  on  this 
occasion  may  receive  your  Grace's  approbation  and  that  of  His  Majesty's 
Ministers;  and  that  Your  Grace  will  have  the  goodness  to  afford  me  Your 
Protection  on  this  occasion

"From  information  received  from  Lieutenant  Governor  Wentworth 
It  appears  that  the  Cannon  and  shot  which  the  American  Government 
had  requested  to  be  furnished  from  His  Majesty's  magazines  at  Halifax 
by  way  of  loan  to  the  United  States  had  been  delivered  by  Brigadier 
General  Murray  to  the  American  officers  appointed  to  receive  them  and 
that  the  Secretary  of  War  of  the  United  States  had  transmitted  to  you 
an  engagement  to  return  the  Cannon  and  shot  above  mentioned  to  any  of 
His  Majesty's  American  possessions  whenever  they  might  be  redemanded. 
Although  the  prescribing  and  accepting  of  the  conditions  contained  in 
that  engagement  were  perfectly  proper  and  necessary  in  order  to  place  the 
transaction  unequivocally  on  its  true  principle  and  to  prevent  the  possi- 
bility of  any  misconstruction  or  misinterpretation  of  it  hereafter  yet  as 
the  end  has  been  completely  answered  by  the  form  of  the  paper  which  has 
been  delivered  to  you  His  Majesty  has  been  pleased  as  a  testimony  of 
friendship  towards  the  United  States  to  direct  that  you  should  return  that 
engagement  to  the  American  Government  accompanied  by  a  letter  in 
which  you  will  state  that  you  have  been  authorised  by  His  Majesty  to 
desire  that  the  same  may  be  cancelled."
